INrRODUCTIOM. 



[Ntending to write the Hiftory of the 
Reign of his prcfcnt Maj^fty King 
GeQr^e^ firom the 1 imc of his Accefiion 
to the Throne, to the Beginning of the 
Yea^ 1716, at whirh Time the Hiftmm 
calRf^iJler N® I. begins rbat Hiftory, it will be re* 
quifite, for the more perfect U^dcrftanding of 
fevcral Tranfaftions we Ihall have Qccafion to 
mention, to pjemife, not only fome Occurrences 
that happened during the later End of the preced- 
ing Reign, but alio to t^be Matters frtmewhat 
higher, and fliew how the Succcfliori to the Impdri- 
al Crown of thefe Kingdoms c^me to be fettled in 
the iHqftrious Houfe pf ft^noper : Which Tranf* 
aflbns, not being properly Part of the Reign we 
are going to write, yet abfolutv^ly neceflary to be 
known for the .Reafon above mention'd, Ihall, to* 
g«hcr with fome others of the like Nature, be the 
Subjeft of this Introdu£lion. ' 

^Firft then, it will be. necel&ry to (hew, how the 
Crown of thefe Realms came to devolve on hi&pre^ 
fent Ntijefty King Gej^rse. In the Year 1700, upon 
the Death of Wiiliam Duke of Glouceftrr^ the only 
Surviving Iffue of the Body of the late Queen, then 
^^mt(9 Afine o£ Denmark^ King WiUtumlll^ hav- 
"^S) in a Speech to both Houfes of Parliament, 
recommended to them to fettle thcSucceOi^n to 
the Grown in the Proteftant Line, in Gife of his 
^^tt Death, and after the Deceafe of the Princefs 
A AikM 
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Anne of Denmark without Iffue of her Body, the 
Pailiament did thereupon in the fame Seffion draw 
up a Bill, entitled, An ASi for the farther Umitatton, 
jf theCropn, andr better Jecuring the Rights and Lt^ 
perties of the SubjeSlj which received the Royal 
Affent June 12, 170 1 5 whereby it is declared aiid 
cnafted, 

• LT^ HAT the moft excellent Princefs Sophia^ 
X Elearefs,and Dutchefs Dowager pf Han&ver^ 
Daughter to the moft excellent Princcfs Elizabeth^ 
late Queen of Bohemia^ cldeft Daughter of King 
James I. of happy Memory, be^ and is hereby de- 
clared, to be the next in Succemon in the Proteftant 
Line to the Crown of Englandj France and Ireland^ 
sifter his Majefty, and the Princefs Anne of Den^ 
marky and that for 'Default of lifue of the faid 
Princeis Anne^ and of his Majefty jrefpeilively, the 
{aid Crown and Regal Government, Crd ftiall rc- 
I9iain to the iaid Princefs SofhU^ and the Heirs oi 
^et Body, being Proteftants. 

II. Provided,that all Perfons who may inherit the 
laid Crown by Virtue of this Limitation, and are, 
cfr {hall be reconciled to^ or hold Communion with 
the Qiurch of Rome^or profefs the Popifh Religion, 
or marry a Papift, ftrall be fubjedt to the Incapaci« 
ties of the Aft, Anno iW.

Soon after Queen Anne's Acceffion to the Throne,

Thcfe Extrafls are a fufficicnt Proof of his 1^- 
jefty's undoubted Title to the Crown of thefe 
Rcalfflts, and therefore 'twas neceffary to girethem. 
The Prittcefs Sophia, indeed, rauft have fucGeoded 
the late Queen, had not Death prev^ited her birt 
few Days before, *viz. on the 6th of Jme^ on the 
Evening of wtich Day, as ihe W2» taking the Air 
in the G^en of the Palace of fjefknbnnfen^ fte 
was feiz'd with a Fit of an Apoplexy^ and dy*d in

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the Arms of the Elcfloral Princtfs, (now Princcfs 
cC Wsles) and the Countefs of Picihourg, who were 
walking with her, before any other Ferfon could com^ 
Tip to her Afliftance. She was the 5th and youngeft 
I>aiighter of Frederick V. Eleftor Palatine of the 
JBbi^f, King of Bohemid^ and of EK^dteth of Eng^ 
Und, only Daughter of James L and born at the 
Hsgue^ Oflohr 5, 1630, fo that Ihe was 83 Year^, 
8 Months, and 5 Days o)d^ when ihe expir d. 

Some uort Time before her Death, tLron Schiift^ 
Envoy from the Eleder of Minftiki^ delivered ft 
Memorial to the Minifiry here, demanding, thak 
the then Duke of CaffttriJ^ey now Prince of WshSy 
might have his Writ of Summons to Parliament; 
a plain Proof of the Dukes Intention to come 
over into Endani^ which the Court here highly . . 
refented, as appears by the following Letters whicn 
the Queen wro<e to the Princefs Sophia^ and that 
Duke^ which are as follows.

There was a fourth Letter on the fame Subj^ft, 
Vfe. from the Queen to the Elc^or of Brunfwiciy

Upon the News of the Death of the Princefs 
Sophia^ an Order was mad6 at the Council Chamber 
at Whtehally.fot altering in the Book of Common 
Prayer thefe Words, 7he Princefs Sophia, into the 
Words, The EleUor of Brunfwick, 

The Qiieen herfelf furviv'd not the Princefs 5^- 
fhia many Days ; for on the 29th of Juljj 1714, 
fhe fottiKl herfelf indifpos*d with a dozing Heavi- 
nefs, and a (hooting Pain in her Headj upon which 
her Domeftick Phyfician, Dr, Arbuihnoty having 
confulted with four others of her Majefty^s Phyli- 
licians in ordinary, viz. Dn Thomas^ Lawrence^ Sir 
Vavid Hamilton, Dr. Shaiwell, and Dr, Sloane^ it 
was judg'd proper that her Majefty Ihould be let 
Blood by cupping; accordingly Mr.Ayme, Surgeon, 
being immediately fcnt for, performed his Office, 
between Twelve and One in the Afternoon, in the 
Prefence oiDt.A^-hu^hitot, Serjeant-Surgeon Dickenf^ 
and the Lady ^ajh^tm, took about eight Ounces 
and a Half of Blood, which he obferv'd was very 
thick ; and took Notice, at the fame Time, that 
the Queen s Eye,s were dim and glaffy. Her Ma- 
jefty found herfelf fomewhat better • went to Bed 
at the ufual Hour 5 refted pretty wrfl till three a- 
Clock in the Morning, being July 30^ when flie 

wakd. 
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vzk'dy and finding fomething lie haavy <in hop 
Siomach, and reaching to vomit, file brought up 
fome Matter, and then xompo&'d herfelF to fleepu 
Towards Seven aXiook her MajeAy wak'd again^ 
and finding hcrfelf pretty weD, rofe from Bed, anJ 
got her Head comb'd. This done, towards dght 
hcrMajefty went to look on the Clock,. and Mrs. 
Dsnvffrs^ one of the Bedchamber Women, taking 
Notice, that her Majefty fix'd her Eyes ar long Tim€ 
open it, a&'d her, What Ihe faw in the Clock move 
than ordinary ? The Qaeen anfwer'd her only with 
turning her Head, and a dying Look; at whiclr 
Mrs. Ddnvers being frighted, c?M*d for Help. Dr;. 
Arhmbnct^ and fuch other Phylidans in Ordinary - 
as were in waiting, judging that her Majel^ wa^^ 
ftiz^d with a Fit ot an Apoplexy, caus'd her to be 
let Blood, which Operation Mr, Dickens^ Serjeant^ 
Suigeon, performed, and took about ten Ouncetf 
and a Half. Her Majefty came to hcrfelf again, 
and was pretty quiet tul a little after Nine. To^ 
wards ten a-Clock, her Majefty was fcizU with ai 
fecond Fit of Heavinels and Dozing, which cn- 
crcts'd fo much upon her, that for above an Ho«f 
Ihe was fpecchkfs, motionlefs, and infeiifible. Thofe 
about her Maje% judging ihe was either dead, or 
near expiring, the Dutchefs of Orwondy one of thd 
ladies of the Bedchamber then in waiting, ient, 
with all Sp^d, a Meflfenger to her Confort, with 
this melancholy News ; which being brought to the 
Committee of Council then aflembled at the C# i« 
^, near Whitehsll, they immediately broke i:^, and 
went to Kenfnpon* In the mean Time, Dr. Ar^ 
Itithnoty Sir Richsrd BUcifMre^ and fuch other Phy- 
ficians as happened to be at Hand, thought fit tcy 
give her Majefty a Vomit, which not having a& the 
*efir*d Effc6^ they adminifter'd another Medicine^ 
proposed by Dr. Mead ; upon which her Majefty re- 
covered her Speech, and was fenfifole. 

The Dukes of Smfrfet 2tM Argyle being inform** 
of the defoerate Condition the Queen's Lifle was 
in, their Graces repaired with all S^eed to Kenjing^ 
fBj aad' withottC being fummoii'd, weni^ into th4 
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Council-Chamber, where the Lord Chancellor, th< 
Dakes of Shrcxv/bury and Orm^tnd^ the three Secret 
taries of State, vh. (the Lord Bolinhroke^ Mr. Brom-' 
Uyy and the Earl of Mar) the Bilhop of London^ and 
fome others, were affembled in a Committee. Thfi 
Dakes oi Somerfet znd./ir^yle having aa|uainted 
the Board with die Reafons that brought them thiJ 
ther, the Duke of Shrew/bury rcturn'd tliem Thanks, 
for their Roadinefs to give the Council their AA 
finance in that nice Jundure ; upon which they 
took their Places ; and then mov*d, that the Quecn'si 
Phyficians might be examined, and ordered to givcl 
.an Account in writing of the Queens lUnefs, which] 
was done accordingly. After this, one of thei 
Council reprefented, how neceflary it was, in Cafei 
it pleased God to call the Queen to his Mercy, that 
the Place of Lord Treafurer Ihould be fiU'd ; (for 
• the Earl of Oxford had been pbligM to refign thej 
Staff of that high Office on th^ 27th of Juh in the 
Evening.) To which the whole Board afknting, 
Ac Duke of Shrewjbury was propos'd, and unam- 
moufly approv'd, as the fitteft Perfon for that high 1 
Truft. Sir Richard Blackmtfrc^ Dr. .Shadwell^ Dr. I 
Meady and the other Phyficians that were eXimin'd, 
having affar'd the Council that the Queen was fen* 
fible, and might be fpoke to, the Lord Chancellor, 
with the Duke of Shew/bury^ and fome other Lords, 
were ordered to attend her Majefty, and to lay be- 
fore her the unanimous Opinion of the Council, 
upon which her Majefty faid, 7hey could not recm* 
mend a Perfo/i /he itkcdr better thsn^ the Duke of 
Shrewibury •; and giving him the Treafurer's Stafr, 
bid him ufe it for the Good of her People. His 
Grace would have returned her Majefty the Lord 
Chamberlain's StaflF ; but her Majefty defir'd he 
ihould keep them both ; fo that the fame Nobleman 
*was, at once, poffefs'd oi three of the higheft Plai- 
ces of Truft, Honour, and Profit, under the Ln{)c- 
rial Crown of Grest Britain ; being Lord Treafu- 
rer, Lord Chamberlain, and Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland ; as he wis, two Days after^ doubly one of 
the Lords Kegents of Gnat Britain^ both by his 
• 2 Place 
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Place of Lord Treafurcr, and by the King's Nomi- 
nadon : A Ciicumfiance hardly to be parallelled in 
omHiftory. 

About three a-Clock in the Afternoon, the Queen 
idapfed into a kind of Lethargick or Apople6iick 
Fit, out of which Ihe was hardly recovered by the 
Application of the Spirit of Sal Armoniack to her 
Ivrflrils. Hereupon her Phyficians thought fit to 
apply Blifters to five or fix Parts of her Body ; and 
in order to that, to get her Head {hav*d ; and at 
the fame Time ac5quainted the Council, that her 
Majefty's life was in the utmoft Danger, and en- 
tirely depended on the Effeft o£ this laft Remedy* 
We lAay here take Notice, that the Duke of O- 
mni had, in all Hafie, fent lAuLowman^ with one 
of the Queen's Coaches, to fetch Dr. Ratdtjfe; but 
whether that celebrated Phyfician thought he could 
do no Good, or expeOed to be call'd by an exprefs 
Order from Council, he excus'd himfelf, upon 
Account of his having taken Phyfick that very 
Day. 

In the mean Time, the Privy ^Council, which 
fat from One till about Four, and met again 
at Six in the Afternoon, took into Confideration 
the State of the Kingdom ; and fome fevere Re- 
flcftions were made on the late Adminiftration, for 
leaving the Maritime Places, particularly the im- 

S^rtant Town of Portfrnouth, unprovided both with 
en and warlike Stores, and confequently uncapa- 
ble to make any Defence in Cafe of a fudden In* 
vafion, which might be reafonably apprehended, in 
Cafe of her Majefty's Demife. But the prefent 
Bofinefs not being to inquire into, but to mend 
Faults, the Council provided for the Security of 
the Cities of Londm and Weflmnfter^ in the fiift 
Place, afterwards of the Maritime Towns, and laft 
of all of Scotland and Iceland. ' TheOuke of Qr^' 
m9f$i difpatch'd his Orders to the commanding 
OlBcers at Whitehall^ for doubling the Horfe and 
Foot-Guards ; and at the fame Time, two hundred 
Kfcn were order'd to march, to reinforce the Gar- 
tiibu of the Tower.

?ames Duke of Toriy afterwards King James II. b] 
is firft Wife the Lady jinney cldcft Daughter tc 
Edward Hyde^ Earl of Clarendon^ Lord High Chan* 
cellor of England. She was chriften*d at St. James'x 
Palace, her eldeft Sifter the late Queen Mary, oi 
ever glorious Memory, and the Dutchefs of Mon* 
mouthy being her Godmothers, and Dr. Sheldon 
Lord Archbilhop of Canterbury^ her Godfather. Ir 
the Year i66p^ her Royal Mighnefs was, for hei 
Health, fent into France, and after her Return 
into England^ Ihe did not only acquire a heathfu] 
Conftitiition of Body, . but likewife thofe Accom- 
pHlhmcnts of Mind, which are feldom found iri a 
Perfon of fo tender Years. She was, principally 
by the Car.e of Dr. Henry Compton; late Ix)rd Biihop 
of London^ bred up and educated in the Religion 
and Principles of the Church of Englanij and, 
together with her Sifter the Lady Mary, confirmed 
therein by the Dean of the Royal Chapel at White^ 
hall in 1676. ^King Charles XL her Uncle, to quiet 
the Minds of his reople, who were under juft Ap- 
prehenfions of Popery, made it his Care to marry 
her to a Proteftant Prince, as he had done her 
Sifter the Lady Mary^ and at length concluded a 
Marriage- Agreement with Prince 'George of Den'* 
mark J fecond Son to Tredcrick IIL and younger 
Brother to Chrifiian Y. King of Denmark^ to whom 
Ihe was wedded the 28th of July 1683, in the 
Royal Chapel at St. James\ by Henry Lord Bi* 
Ihop of London. She had Iffue by him, i.ADaugh* 
ter, of whom her Royal Highnefs was delivered ^oji 
the I2th o^May^ 1684, and being ftill-bprn, was pri« 
vately interred. 2. Lady Mary^ fecond Daughter, 
born at Whitehall the 2d of June, 1685. dy'd Febru^ 
ary i6po. 3. Lady Anne^Sophia^ third Daugh 
ter, was born at Wind/or the 1 2th of Afay^ 
1 685, dy'd the February following. 4. WtHUfH^ 
Duke of Gloucefter^ born at the Royal Palace ac 
Hampton-Courty the 24th of July^ i68p ; who,, 
at his Baptifm, was deelar'd by King Wtlliam^ Duke; 
2 * Oti 
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of Gloucefter. After the Death of his Queen, 
Cng William grew more particularly fond of this 
llopefal young Prince, and on the 6th of February^ 
1696, caus'd him to be elcded a Knight Compani- 
on of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter ; and 
on the 24th of July^ (being his Birth^Day) he was 
inftall'd at Wmdfor in Pcrfon. This illuftrious 
Youth, tho* he was but of a weak and tender Con- 
flitution, yet had a Manly Soul, and a very lively 
Genius. He bejan early with the Theory of War ; 
underftood the Terms of Fortification and Naviga- 
tion ; knew all the different Parts of a ftrong Place, 
and Ship of War ; and could marihal a Company 
of Boys^ who had lifted themfelves to attend him. 
He likewife took much Pleafure in Hunting, and 
in martial Exercifes^ fo that in the Year 1698, 
being then entering the loth Year of his Age, hi5 
Majefty thought fit to take him out of the Hands 
of the Lady Titzharding^ his Governefs, and to ap- 

E'iit the Earl of MMrlhoroi^gh to be Governor to 
Highnefs: and at ^he fame Time, appointed 
the Bimop of Saljjbury to be his Highnefs's Precep- 
tor, having under him Mr. Willis^ Chaplain to hii- 
Mijefty, and Mr. Prat, Chaplain to her Royal 
Highnefs, his Mother, who taught him the Rudi- 
ments of Learning with great Succefs. But after 
all thefe promifing Hopes, which this young Prince 
gave of a longer Life, -and the early Virtues and 
good Qualities that Ibined in him, he was fnatch'd 
away at the End of eJcven Years and five Oays, 
and was interred in Henry the SeventhV Chapel in 
yfeftminfier* Abbey. 5. The Lady Mary, another 
Daughter, born at St. James's in OBober l6po, but 
dy'd foon after Ihe was baptiz'd. 6. Geor^e^ ano- 
ther Son of this Royal Pair, born at Sion-Houfe^ 
April 1692, but dy'd as foon as born.

THE Knights, CitizenS| and hwgtt^es of Creat BrU 
tmny in Parliament aifembled, under the prefenc 
Htppineis they enjoy by hit Majcfty's peaceable and quiet 
Acceifiofi to the Throne, could not enter upon any Work 
more fatisfaClory and pleafing to themfelves, than the 
pioriding a ibificient Revenue for the Occafions of fait 
Mi|eAy*s Civil Government, in order to make his Reign 
aseafy and profperouf, as the Beginning of it .hath beea 
fecore and nndifturb'd. 

They are fenfible^ that the Peace of the Kingdom is 
not to be preferv'd, nor the Rights and Liberties of tlie 
Slri>ie6ls to be protefVed, without fbpporting the jufl Aotho- 
rity and Dignity of the Crown ; and therefore they haV« 
tbongfar it their Interei), as well as Dni'y, to make Aich m 
PioviAon, as may not barely fuffice to the Meccflity of 
theCSovcmment, but may ^e Ibitable to the State, the 
HtMionr^ the Lnihre, which the Crown of Oreaf BritidM 
oi^t to be attended with. 

Whatfoever is fnperfluous in that Provifion^ and more 
than the ordinary Services of his Majefty ihall require^ 
will hot enable him to exert his higheft and moft valuable 
Prerogative of doing Good : And we can give no greater 
Proof of the Truft we repofe in his Maieitjr^s gradoos 
Difpoiition, than putting the fame entire Revenue ints 
bis Hands, which her late Majefty dy*d ppflefs*d of} 
whofe Virtues we all admir'd, and of yfbott Affe^ton and 
Concern for the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of th^ 
Kingdom, we had had fo long Experience. 

As the Crown itfelf defcends immediately, and knows 
no Vacancy, the^Commons have taken Care that the Re- 
vmce ihould follow it as cloTe as pofHble $ for they hat'e 
given all the ^if patch to this Grant, which the Forms of 
their Proceedings would allow ; fo that when his Majefty 
ihaU pleafe to^anlWer the impatient Deftres of his Peoplv 
by coming to takePofTelTion of his Kingdoms, he will 
find himfelf e<)ually eftabliih'd in thefe Revenues, as if 
he had fucceeded to all by an uninterrupted Right of In* 
heritance ; the only Difference is this, that if he had in* 
berited them, he woitld have wanted one iingle Proof of

ITet being willing to omit no Opportunity of giving 
all pofiible AfTurances to a People, who have already, de- 
ferv'd fo well of me, I take this OccaHon alfo to exprefs 
to yoiiy my firm Purpoft to do all that is in my Power^ 
for the fupporting and maintaining the ChurcUbs of 
England and Scotland^ as they are feverallyby Law e(U« 
blUh'd ; which, I am of Opinion, may be effedlually 
do|ie| without the leafl impairing the Toleration allow'd 
by Law to Proteftant Di^Tenters, fo agreeable coChrillian 
Charity, and fo necelTary to the Trade and Riches of 
this Kingdom. 

The good,EfFe£b of making Property fecure, are no 
where fb clearly feen, and to fo gre^t a Degree, as iti this 
happy Kingdom \ and I aiTure you, that there is not anjr 
among you, ifiall more earneilly endeavour the Preferva-

In either of thefe two Cafes, the Treaty will be equally 
violated.

I. That no Preacher whatfoevcr, in his Sermon, oJ 
Ledurei do prefiime to deliver any other Doflrine con^ 
cerningthe BlefTed Trinity, than what is contain'd in the 
Holy Scriptures, and is agreeable to the Three Creeds, and 
the Thirty Nine Articles of Religion. , 

II. That in .the Explication of this Doctrine they 
carefully avoid all new Terms, and confine tfaemfclves u» 
fuch Ways of ExpreiHon as have been commonly ufed in 
the Chnrch. * 

III. That Care be taken in this Matter, efpeciaily to 
obferve the Fifty Third Canon of this Churcii, which; 
forbids publick Oppo/ition between Preachers ; becaufe (as| 
that Canon expreflfes it) there groweth thereby much Of-| 
fence and Difquietnefs unto the People : And that above 
all Things, they abftain from bitter Invedtives, and fcur-| 
rilous Language againil all Perfons what£bever. 

IV. That none of the Clergy, in their Sermons or 
Leflures, prefume to intermeddle in any Affairs of State 
or Government, or the Conilitution of the Sealm, fave 
only on futh fpecial Feafls and Fails as are or fhall be 
appointed by publick Authority; and then no farther 
than the Occaiion of fuch Days fhall llri^Iy require ; 
provided always, th^t nothing in this Diredlion ihall be 
underftood to Siifcharge any Perfon from preaching in. De- 
fence of our Regal Supremacy eftablilh'd by Law, as often,; 
and in fuch Manner, as the Firft Canon of this Church 
doth require.

THE bare Infpeflion of the prefent State of Drmlirl, 
would afford inconteftable Proofs of the King's Bxift- 
nefs in t^e Execution of the Treaty of Utrecht, if any 
dhe could really doubt of his M»)efty's earneft Oeiire to be 
as good as his Word. He has ttierefcre ground to believe, 
$nce he has fecn the Com plaim« contained in the Meino- 
Yial whidh the Earl of Stairs has preiented to him, that 
the King oC ^Y^ai Britain is tiot exaCtly informed of t^e 
Truth ; and ib wilj repeat once more the Explanations he 
lias alreadjf' giVen, in Anfwer t&thc fame Complaints; 
defiring no 'lel^ than that Prtfice, to contribute with all 
his Might, to the strengthening of the FriendOiip and 
good Correi\)onderice, which, he has a iincere Inclination 
to maintain 'wic^ liim) and to keep up between Frdnn and 
Gnat Britain, ' ,;..;, 

It is with Reafoh, that the Earl of Stairs llghty iktps 
over the Delay uled in the Demolition of Dttnkirk ; for 
he knows th<<t it is to be attributed to Oreat Britain oaly^ 
and that tliere hail not been a Moments Time lo^^ either 

in 
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Ir demoliiliing the ForttfiotionS) or in miniiig che Har« 
Miv^ that Town, if the Maglifi^ Officers and Coxnroi£&- 
^Ittd not themftlres Imdew'd the Work. 
I It would be a diffioilc Talk to prove, that iioce it it 
finifiiM, tbe goint; in and oat of the Harbour of Ounkifk 
iiai eafy and common at cfoe Earl of Stairs advances m 
W» lieniQrial : And if he would inform hiafdf, hy 
fmua<3€ fiune BnglifMun^ who, in all Liketihcod, were 
hakwA as to the present Condition of che Canal, tfaejr 
mdA afliiie hina, that their ^ips were caft awajr upon 
tteSiflks «f Sand which have been gathered tbeie £ace 
Ac Bfolct of Timber were open'd. 

If the Evidence of Fnnchmm avails any thing, thejr 
iviil ffitke it appear, that diejr are obiigod to pnc into 
9kaL becaofe the Harbour of DuMrk is now of no 

trfc 

So that cfaofe ftemaiitsof Peers, much higher than che 
ICnnd, thofe Moles £b well compai^d together, cbac H«ap 
of Stakes, Stones^ Faicines, and I>iles, the Eintmeratioa 
wheceof ferves to adorn a Memorial, do not in ££feft 
hinder tbe Sea, as it flows twice a Day, over dioTeMforka 
which are cut through in feveral Places, from lowering 
them more or lefs tvtxy Day, and filling £uch Pares of 
the Canal with Sand, as are not already fill'd. 

In the Gcmdition it is, all Communication wkh the 
laibn and Harbour would be uftlefs, tho* it fiknild yet be , 
maiatain'd ; but it is broke off by a Dam of no Toifec 
ia Length ; ib that the Waters retainM in the old Uavboor 
widioat running off, may, by their Exhaktiions, occafioa 
Difteropers in the Town of Dmkiri ; but it is ImpofiiMi 
that they {houtd be of the leaft Ufe. 

It is f ttft tbe fame, in Refped to the ComnNmscation 
which the Earl of Stairs feems to apprehend between the 
CanJ of BtrgueSf and the Harbour of Duakirk, The 
Quantity of Water being mukiply'd, would tncreaie the 
Evil ; mnd as it w[Ottld have no Outlet, it would drown 
tht T6wn ; but thia uftlefs and dangerous (Com cBunication 
if not <b eafy neither, as the Memorial reprefeots it ; for 
ir would not fuffice to break thrO* one Dam only, there 
being three, one after another, made on Purpoie to cut 
off that Communication entirely. 

There is Room to believe, therefore, thac the Xing of 
Grant Bri$aiH is as much at EaiV in regard to that Article 
of the Memorial, as his CoramifTaries feemed co be aboQC 
tiiat of the Skiices.; notwithilanding it makes a Part of 
the Computus whick tht £ai4 o^ St^s is commanded eo

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prefer to the King. Probably they will not calk a diSe^ 
rent Langujig^e }Xl England^ from what they did after la- 
ving vleWd both the Sluice of the Ba£m, and ChoCe of 
the CzxvaXz fiS Btypfif^ la Diotre^ Furuesy and their Tim- 
ber-Workr They own'^ that neither Lal^our nOr E^pence 
had been fpared, abibhitely to deftroy them; 

As to the pretended Works of Fortification, mention'd 
in the Memorial to be yet fubfifting, no body will caU 
fey that Name the Remains of an old Wall, againft which 
feveral Houfes of the Town are built ; and was fo far 
from being look*d upon as a Fortification^ that the Xing 
left it ftanding when he built the Citadel, from which 
this Wall was but 50 Toifes diihnt. 

Neither were the Gates of a Town or Citadel, eyei 
compriz'd under the N<ime of a Fortification : Nor the 
Vaults which g;tve PalTage to the Canals, and whofe only 
lJ£e for the future will be, to ferve as Bridge pf Cornmn* 
nication between one Part of the Town and another. 
' If a few Redoubts sit Machieonlit do yet repiain Within 
^he Extent of the Fortifications of DfpibirBi^itli King of 
Great Britain may aiTore himfelf, they fliall b9 immediate- 
ly razed. 

He is not exadlly informed of the true State of the new 
Canaly if he thinks it has a Communication with tlie 
Towh.of Dunkirk. The Waters of the three Canals of 
it^rgrtety furttesj and^ La Moere^ which formerly ufed to 
difcharge themfelves by the Way of Dunkirk^ do now fall 
into. the Canal of Bourhourgy which is without that Town, 
and from thence they are carry'd into the new Canal, to 
run into the Sea. 

This Work, which is one of the principal $ub)e6b of 
Complaint containM in the Earl of StiUrs Memorial, was 
not altogether Tolnntary on the King's Part ; the Charge 
thereof is exceeding great, and his Maiefty . would, not 
have been at it, had it been poifible for him to obtain 
of the late Qpeen of Great Btttainy the leaving one of ^he 
old Sluices, forti|erly made at the Expence of th^ Country, 
only to hinder its being overflow'd, before Vunkirk be- 
longed to the King, and confequently before t^is Ma)efiy 
iet Men at Work upon the Harbour there. 

That Princefs was inflexible, and only proposM, as the 
Earl of Stahrs repeats it in his Memorial, the turning off 
ef the Waters of the Country^ either thro' GrayeHngj or 
thro* Newfert.

»' TheScates-General of the United Provinces were of the 
*kmt Senrimehts ; for they reAis*d the Queen of Gre4t 
HfHmn to be Guarantees of the Liberty which the Gover- 
AOK^of Newport ihould give, for drawing off the Waters ; 
:beii^ perfuaded that it did not fuit with the Wifdom of, 
^ RepablicJc,*to be anfwerable for the Con^^ of the 
Cfidcrs ©f a Powerful Prince, independent of Holland. 

NcVct did Sovereign engage, by a Treaty bf Peace, to 
hktt hh Country expofed to a certain Snbmerfion ^ nei- 
ther was fuch a Condition ever demanded. 

The King, as Father of his People, was obliged there- 
fore to provide for their Security ; and if, in Spight of 
the Peace, it were poiHble for Great Britain to contemplate 
tfccir Bain with Indifference, fuch Sentimenci, which 
wiU never be lookM ppon'as thofe of a friendly Nation, 
would not excufe his Ma)eily*s employing all poifible 
Methods to prevent the Derblation^ which the Waters 
(without an Outlet) would fufallibly have causM, in the 
Jocweft Parto^ the Country, which is croflcd by three 
rnoning Streams, >«• the-^f<r, the Go/owe, and the Z.jF/«r, 
and by a great many navigable Cahals. The Example of 
the Country drown'd ' by la Moere^ proves that the Dan- 
ger 'is not imaginary 9 and that ic would favour too 
fifdngly of Imprudencj!, to judge and determine by a 
Year of Drowth, that Men need never fear Inundations.

There ii Eoom to hope, that the ^h^^ {jet^qreen tfyg 
King and the King of Grtat Britain will be fo ^Ubflaotiallv 
confirm*d^ that there will be no Occafion iq')^fiyt $h$ 
Advice the Earl of Sfairs ^ives, for fortifying' e'fjr it be 
long, the new Can^l. Mean while his Majefty declares, 
that he will not maXe any Work of Fortification^ thefe; 
and t;hdt, for the Public); XraixiuiUty SaJce^ be iaipo^ 
opon bimfclf i Law, wliich no Man can find in the A** 
ticks of the treaty of Utuch$* 

They do not prefcribe to t^he King the Ne^efllty of 
buffering the Snbmeriion of his Country. They fi}o not 
deprive his Majefty of tVe nataral Right which all Sov^ 
reigns have, of malting wliat Works they tihialc pro|^ 
for the Prefervation of their Sob>?^ 

The Xing engages to cauie the Fortifications of Uunhtl 
to b^ dercolifli'd, to fill up the Harbour' of that Town|

It is in Terms thus clear^ that the King is pleafed to 
repeat once more the Declaration his BdaieHy haf alread|^ 
voluxitarily, and for the Goqd of the Peace, made, that 
lie will mit no Work or Fgiti^catioa % $ht Equity of 
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tile Canal which he has been obliged to open^ for hindering 
the Submer/ion of a confiderable Ettenc of Country, fot 
frerenting the Ruin of hit Subje^s who inhabit it^ and 
bjr no Means for keeping Fleets there, to terrifjr his Neigh^ 
honn. He defires nothing more than to fflaintain with 
tkem the Peace that has been happily re-eflabli{h*d ; to 
contribute, according to his Defire, towards the flourifhing 
of their Cdmmerce ; to unite France and Great Brieain by 
the Bands of Correfpondence, and the (!ri£te(l Ffiendihip ; 
laflly, to diflipate the Umbrage capable of difttubing this 
perfedl Incelligence, fie perfuides himfcif, that the King 
of Creat Britain^ ihewing the fame Sentiments to him, 
will employ all his Power and Authority to preferve aa 
Union fb necelTary to the general Tranquility of £»* 

On the 9th of ^archj M. Fan Dnhereporii and M. Kui 
hirfAen^ Embafladors extraordinary from their High Mighi* 
tinelTes the States General of the United Qrovincet, made 
their Publick Entry, They were received at Creenmch by 
the Earl of Tankeryille, and Sir Clement Cotterety Mailer of 
the Ceremonies, accompinyM by fix Gentlemen of hit 
Majeily'f Privy Chamber : From thence they were brought 
by Water, together with all their Train, in his Majefty's 
Barges to the Tower. At their Landing they were re- 
ceived by l^^bert D^Oyly^ Efq; Deputy to the Lieutenant of 
the Tower, in the Abfence of the E^rl of Ncirthamp$9n^ 
Conftable of the faid Tower ; and the Guard being drawa 
out upon the Wharf, faluted their Excellencies as they 
pafi'd by. The Royal Standard was difplay'd upon thlt 
Occafion ; but their Excellencies difpens'd with the Firing 
of the Gunf, left much Mifchief might have «nfu*d to 
the Cuftom-Houfe, and many other Houfes near adjoining, 
extreamly (hatter'd by the late dreadful Fire. From 
thence they proceeded to Somerfet-Ho^de in the follcftving 
Manner : The Earl of Tankeryille*s Coach, thirty two of 
the EmbaiTador's Footmen, walking two and two; eight. 
I^ges, and the Gentleman of the Horfe mounted on Horfe- 
back; then came the King's Coach of State, in which 
were the Embafladors, the Earl of TankerriUe^ and the 
Mafter of the Ceremonies j this was follow'd by another 
of the King's Coaches, as was that by one of his Royal 
Bighnefs the Prince of Wales^ in thefe came the fix Gen* 
tjemen of the Privy-chamber ; afterwards came five of 
t^ieir Bxcellencies Coaches drawn by eight Horfes eacb^ 
which were follow'd by a numerous Train of Coaches of 
a the 
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the Nobilitjr and Gentry, of fix Horfes ^h. When thejr 
arrivM »t Somiffit-Hntfij the Place appdinied by his Majeily 
for their Enteitainment, the Earl of TankityiUe put them 
into Podtifion of the Uoufe, and took his Leave. Soon ^t- 
ter came the Lord Harbtmighj with his Ma|ei!y's Compie* 
ment of welcome to the Kmb<iitkd6n ; as did the Lord tincif 
Gentleman of the Bedchamber to his Royal Bighneft ia 
waiting, and Mr. Tulteney^ Vice-Chamberhin to her Royal 
Highnefs ; both fent by their Royal HighneiTes the Prince 
and Princefs of WaUt upon the fame Occaiion. 

Their Excellencies were, according to Cuftomf nobly 
tntertain'd at his Majefly's Coft 9 and, on the X2th^ were 
condufled to their publick Audience, The Earl of Gr4it- 
jibam and Sir Clemint Cttttrel^ Matter of the Ceremonies 
with fix Gentlemen of his Majefty's Privy Chamber, 
brought them from Stmrftt-Homfe to St. Jame$*s in hit 
Maiefty's Coach, follow'd by the EmbafTadors Coaches in 
the fame Order as was obferv*d at their Entry. Their 
Excellencies were received at the Palace Gate by Sir Ihilif 
Medd$ms^ Knight-Marflial ; his ^a|efly's Foot-Guards 
were drawn up in the Court, and the Officers faluted their 
Excellencies with Pike and Colours, and afterwards with 
their Hats as they pafs'd by, the Drums beating a March. 
They were i:eceiv'd at the Door of the Guard Chamber by 
the Earl of Uxhridge^ Captain of the Yeomen of the 
Guard, and conduced by. him to the End of his Com- 
mand. They were received at the Door of the Room of 
Audience by the Duke of St. AJkans^ Captain of the 6an^ 
of Gentlemen Penfioners, who were rang'd on each Side 
of the Room ; and conduced by the Duke of Slrrtwihwrj^ 
Lord Chamberlain of his Ma)efty*s Houlhold. And being 
come near the King, the Heer Van Vttyeirmrdi made the 
following Speech to his Majefty :

Lord Vifcount BoHngbfke^ the Earl of 
Strafford^ the Dukes of Buckingham and Slrrewshurfy the 
K-ri of vfyj^/eyi'^, the ArchbiflK>p of Tork^ the Bi0ioi[)S of 
London and Hriftol^ and ibme other Peers, excepted againft 
t^ 4t Claufe, alledl^ing, among other Things, * That it 
* was iiijurious to the late Qpeea's Memory, and eiren 
r- ^ clafhing 
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clafting with rhac Pare of his Majefly's Speech, whioh 
^commended to both Houfes the avoiding the unH3^p|r 
Kvilions of Parties. " Tht Lord Bolinhroie in particular 
iMealong Speech, wherein he exprefs'd tfte heartieft and 
Sfpeft Concern for the Memory of the la^e Qjieen hit 
bft excellent Miftreff, ' Which, he fai^, he would do 
aJJin his Power to vindicate : That he had the Honour 
ft be one of her Servants, and if he had done anjr 
Tliing amifs, he woqld be contented (6 be puniih'd for 
k', lot that he thought it very hard to be cen£ur*d and 
coidem'd without being heard. His Lordftiip took ihif 
Ceafion to fay a great deal in Praife of the King : * That

jiil^ as it began; and King thUif choCf to rdake the 
liunciaUon. The Frentlt Minister giving us ii^ ^ 
Koticc^ and telling us fo very pWtnly, that what 
tfdfd wai titteriy iiifuAcient* swid wool^ be fot^^^^ 
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deem*d, by the unalterable Laws of France^ null and 
void, is very remarkable. His Dexterity iri managing • 
^at Part of the Negociation, in Teeming always to com- 
^\y^ and defirous to come as ne^r as poAible to the Propo* 
fals made from hence, and fubmitting at lafl, fince w« 
woald have it fbj to the i Renunciation Co peremptorily 
infilled on, is no lefs obfervable. But it is unaccountable 
kow the EngUJb Miniftry^ when they were exprefly told 
thofe would deceive themfelves, who fliould accept of a 
Renunciation as a fuflicient Expedient to prevent the 
R^Qnion of the two Monarchies, when they laid it dowa 
themfelves as a Principle never to be departed from, that 
the Union of the two Monarchies would be the grcateft 
^ifchief that could poflibly happen to all Europe^ and to 
Gre4^Bf/>4ia in particular, ftiould ftill perfevere in rely- 
ing npon this Expedient of a Renunciation. And it can- 
not ^e forgot, that no Care was taken to render effedtual 
the two only Expedients^ that were ever propoi'd for add- 
ing any Degree of resil Security* to the Renunci;*tion ; 
which were, to have it folemhly accepted by the States 
of France^ and to have it confirm'd - by a General Gua* 
nnteieof all the Powers of Europe cngag'd in the prc- 
ftnt War, The firft was a{k*d indeed ; but upon the 
Refufil of France, was entirely given up by our Miniftry s 
7he fecond, by our Method of negociating, and our 
I'reatment of the Allies^ was from that very Time ren- 
dered impraftica'ble ; as the Fttnch could not but forefee* 
It muft be rememberM, that a few Days after this Anfwer 
of Jionf. de Torcy was receiv'd, Mr. St, John fent Orders 
to the £riri/^ Plenipotentiaries to declare to the States Ge- 
nera], the Qneen was now under no farther Obligation^ 
vrhatfoever to them, who, with the reft of the Allies, 
were to be the Guarrantees of this Treaty. 
i The Committee mention here a PafTage in a Letter 
ftrom the Lords Plenipotentiaries to Mr. St* fohtij February 
the 25th, 17TT9 ^* ^* ^bo acquaint him, that in fome 
Blfconrfe with the Marfhal d'UxeJIes^ upon occafion of 
th« Death of the Dauphin, they defir'd to know of him, 
what thofe Meafures are which Prance offerM to take, ia 
Order to prevent the Union of the two Kingdoms, and 
whether they were to confift in real or verbal Securities ;

Monf. de Torcy*s Letter of the i8ch of May, N. S, Was 
received by Mr. 5t. fohn the 9th of May^ 0, S. and the 
Promiftf of the King of Ftance^ to oblige his Grand£bn 
to accept the Alternative of the two Kingdoms, had fo 
good and fuddcn an Effc£l, that the Day following, with-

Upon thefe Conditions, the Committee obfervej That 
» altho' it was daily inftill'd into the Minds of the Peopre, 
that the great Advantages in Trade and Commerce fecur'd 
to Great Britain^ were the chief Inducements to the Mi- 
niftry to engage in thefe Meafures with FV^nce, it is here 
declar'd, they were more intent upon the General Peace, 
than any particular Advantages. And whereas it war 
laid down as a Pftnciple from which the Queen would ne- 
ver depart, that the Interefts of Great Britain (hould in the 
firit Place be adjufted ; and the great Advantages ftipulatcd 
for thefe Nations*, before the Conclufion of the Peace, 
were to juftify the Peace*, and all the Steps that were taken 
to procure it ; it is now evident, that no Mention was 
made of our Trade in Spain ; and for our Commerce in 
general, the fettling of that was poftpon'd, and all Points 
in Difpute betwixt Great Britain and Franctj were to be 
referred to CommiiTAries ; which Propofition was not de- 
manded by France^ but voluntarily ofFer'd byMr.St^fehn, 
On the 8th of ftine, 1712-, N. S. Monfieur de Torcy fends 
an Account, That the King of Spain had chofen to keep 
Spain and the Indies^ and renounce for himfelf and his 
Defccndants, the Right to the Crown of Vrance : Which, 
principal Obftacle to the Peace being removed, the King 
of Franc9 expefls that the Qiiecn will now clear the reft of 
the Difficulties, wTiich may obftrn<a this great Work ; by 
making fuch Declarations as had been promised upon the 
Return of the Courier from Madrid. Adding, the King 
thinks the firft and moft urgent is, to fettle a Sufpenfion 
of Arras, either general, or at leaft between the two Ar- 
mies ii* the Low-Countries^ which may continue till the 
Conclufion of the Peace. 

On the loth of Jnne^ N. S. Monfieur de Torcy acknow- 
ledges the Receipt of Mr. St, John'i Letter of the a4^h of 
Maj^ 0, 5. together with the Memorial, and fends another 
Memorial in Anfwer to the laft Demands of the Queen. 
Be take* Notice, That the Letters from the Army tnention 
•he Defign to inveft Ql*efnoy^ in order to befiege it ; bat 
the King cannot think that the Qiieen approves of foch 
an Undertaking, much lefs that her Troops (hall be em- 
. ploy'd to render it fuccefsful : He concludes, that if a 
Sufpenfion is not immediately made, we may find our 
felves indifpenfably drawn into feme great Event, w(iich 
he hopes the Secretary's Prudence and Care will prevent. 
And altho* in the Awfwcr to the Qiieen's Demands, no- 
thing 
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thing material that was aik^d for our Trade in North Ame^ 
tica is granted, the Evacuating of Dmkirk^ and admit- 
ting an Enrhjh Garrifon is not agreed to, and the receiv- 
ing a Dutch Garrifon into Cambray is abfolutely reffts'd, 
which were proposM as Conditions of the Sufpenfion of 
Arms : Monfieur de Torcy hopes, That this Return to the 
Qoeen's Demands will otcafion no new Trouble, but as 
the Beginning and whole Courfe of the Negotiation was 
carry'd on upon the Bona Viie^ and a mutual Confidence of 
which they had feen the good EfFeas ; it is neceflkry to 
banifli all Diftruft, and the Qjieen to repofe an entire Con- 
fidence in his Majefty, without infifting on Den^ands 
which may ferve only to create Jealoufies. 

On the 6th of y«ne, 0. S. Mr. St* John owns the Receipt 
of Monfieur* </e Toffy's two Letters, and fays, Altho* the 
King of France had not anfwer'd the Queen's Demands ac- 
cording to Expeftation, yet (he would not defer going 
that Day to Parliament, and making all the Declarations 
that were necefCiry to render the Nation unanimoufly in- 
clin'd to the Peace ; that (he had not, indeed, mentioned to 
the Parliament the Suffenfion of Arms^ but had command- 
ed him to acquaint Monfieur de Torcy with the Refolutions 
Ihe had taken in Relation to it, and infifting upon the 
Renunciation as the Capital Point of the Negotiation; 
and for which, her Majefty would rather depart from al- 
noft all th^ Points that had been agreed upon, than leave 
that to any uncertainty. Upon this Foundation, the 
Qiieen hopes that the rooft Chriftian Xing wfll not £nd 
any thing ofFenfive in the Demands, which (he found her 
itli oblig'd to renew, being Conditions for a Sufpenfbn 
of Arms between the two Armies in the Netherlands ; 
which, if the King confents to, fays Mr. St. John to Mon- 
fieur de Torcy ^ you have only to lign, and fend to the 
Duke of Ormond^ who, at the f-ime Time that he lakes 
PofTeffion of Dunkirk^ will declare to the Allies, that he 
has Orders to «dl no farther againft Prance. He acquaints 
liim that the Lord Strafford was going back to Utrecht ; 
that the Inftru£libns he was to carry, will, according to 
your Delire, put the Queen's Plenipotentiaries in a Condi- 
tion to keep no longer thofe Meafures to which they have 
been hitherto obliged to fubmit, but from henceforth they 
may openly join with thofe of France^ and give Law to 
thofe who will not fubmic to |u(t and reafonable Condi- 
tions. 

The Committee infert here an Extraifi: of a Notable 

Lcttet from the Earl of Sf^rafford to Mr. St, Jahn^ of the 
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30th of AffU^ 1712. * Thus you ftill fee the Temper 
' here, and the Tfme it will naturally take to get the 
Dutch (if they will at laft fettle a Plan) before it can be 
done. You fee the Events we are expofed to by the Ope- 
rations in the Field in the Mean Time, and you have it 
by this Time in yaar Power to terminate all, and even to 
ilop the Operations of the Army for a Month, till the 
Negotiation is ended one Way or other : There is no 
Pretence now it c^ be a Prejudice to us, fliould a Cef- 
fation be made ; for the former Pretences are out of 
Doors, of its being impoflible for the French to make 
Magazines for their Army to take the Field as foon as 
ours ; and having burnt thefe Magazines, at firft aflRrra'd 
impoflible to be made, for us by that Means to be M.fters 
of befieging either Cambray ot Artas^ and our Array's 
marching to Tark is ftopp'd, at leaft for this Summer, in 
all Appearance. The Vtench are now better polled than 
we are ; their Army is much ftronger. We cannot march 
to furprize them in other Parts of their Lines, 'till we 
have Green Forage^ which won't be up at three Weeks ac 
Tooneft. They have all their Troops up, and we w*nt a 
great P^rt of ours, efpccially the Imperialifisy who, 'tis 
faid, cannot join the Army in a Month yet j fo that 
now the Advantage of a CeiTation of Arms is on out 
Side, if they will, for the Sake of a Peace, confent toif» 
If, upon thefe and other Conflderations^ a 'CeiTation is 
thought ij^' England necefTary, the Queen rauft not pro- 
pofe if, but at the ftme Time be refolv*d to put it in 
Execution on her Side, if agreed to by the French ; be- 
caufe fuch a Propolition will be fure to meet with Op- 
pofition, unlefs back*d with Refolution, and may have 
the EfFedl of making thofe who delight in War underuke 
with fo much the greater Precipitation fome defperate 
Attempt." Upon what groundlefs Allegations the Earl 
of Strafford did here advife a Sufpenfion of Arms, is iiib- 
initted to the Cbnflderation of the Houfe. 

The Articles for a'Sufpenfion were fign'd by Mr. St. John^ 
JuneSy 0. S. and the Anfwer was fign'd by Monfieur de 
Torcy^ June 12, 1712, N. S. The next Day, Jnnt Jy 0.& 
Mr. St. John writes a private Letter to Monileuf M torcyf 
exprcfling the utmoft Confidence, in the good Faith of the 
znoft Chriftian King ; thinks it neceflary to. haften the 
Peace ; teUs him, it will frighten the Dutch^ to be told 
the Queen ^ill a^ no longer againft France ; and that if 
they will not hallen to make their Agreement, they will 
have the Burthen upon cheit Backs which they are not

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abIe»to bean On the fame Day, Mr. St. John fcndi to the 
Duke of Ormoni Copies of thefe two laft Letterf, and of 
the Memorial fc;nc to the Marquefs de Tor^^ * Vou will 

* perceive by them, my Lord, (fays he) that the Queen . 

* iniifts on the Execution of the Article relating to Spaiiij 

* and on the Delivery of Dunkirk^ as Paints without 

* which (he will not declare for a Ceilation of Arms irt 

* the Netherlands : But if thefe Conditions are accepted,

And here the Committee think it neceffary to go a lit<* 
tie back, and obfcrvt what Orders and Inftrudlions had 
teen given to the Duke of Ormondy and wRat Account* 
he had fent of his Proceedings during the Time the Cor- 
vefpondence, jrelacing to the Renunciation, was carrying 
on« On the lath of jljnril 1712, M, S. his Inftruftions 
are iign'd by the Queen, he' is order'd to repair firft to the 
^^Z^'i *nd to fee the Penfionary, before he puts himfelf 
*t the Head of the Troops ; to cxprefs to him the Queen's 
Refolution of prefling the War with all poflible Vigour ; 
to affure him he is prepar'd ro live in a perfeil good Cor-

agreed for the Operation of tjie Campaign : And as fbori

of carrying on the War with Vigour^ and a£ting in Coa« 
tidence with the Allies^ and more efpecially the Dutch ; 
which were recetv'd with the greateft Profeflions of Daty 
and Ref pe£l to her Majefty. 

On the 36th) his Grace was in Conference with the 
Council of Sute, where there were great Expreilions of 
Bttty to her Maiefty. They told him there was no parti- 
. cuiar Refoktion takeil as to the Operation of the Cam- 
paign, but left it to their Generals, wjio, with their De- 
puties, are to a6l in Concert with the Generals of the kU 
lies ; and that they had given Orders to their Generals, to 
live in a good Correfpondence vfith his Grace.

Oa the 1 2th of May^ ^, S. the Duke of Ormmi exprefTet 
lill the fame Uneafinefs, wiflies to hear from England , 
that the Peace is ne^r concluded ; but hopes, if it be de- * 
l^y'd, we fliall have the good Fortune to force the French 
to comply with the Queen's Demands. But his Grace was 
BOW foon put out of his Pain, by the Order mentioned 
before, of May the loth, 0. Sm not to engage in any Siege, 
ftr hazard a Battle. 

On the 25th of May^ N. S, the Duke of Ormoni writes 
two Letters to Mr. St, John^ aprivate and a publick LetteK 
In the firft, which was his private Letrcfj and all wrote 
with his own Hand, his Grace acknowledges the Receipt 
of bis Orders, not to engage in Siege or Battle; to which 
he promifes an cxaft Obedience, and to keep fecrec his 
having received any fuch Command, and will endeavour 
to hinder its being fufpedled. But Prince Eugene and the 
States having proposed to attack the Enemy, or, if that 
be fonnd too hazardous, to be<iege Qf*efhoy ; his Grace

The Armies being now feparated, and theSnfpenfion of 
Arms declared, the Committee recapitulate in what Man> 
ner, and by what Steps, this fatal Cef&tion Was procurU 
They obferve in the firft Place, that it is evident^ it was 
of infinite Advantage an4 ablblutely necelTary m the Af- 
fairs of 'FV4nc«i and therefore infifted on by Fraafit ; and 
that it is as certain, that the Englilb Miniftry gave earlf 
into it, if they were not the firft AdviCers of it ; for 
which no other Accdunt need be requif'd, but tb^t, as 
mil their Mea£ures tended to advance the Intereftof the 
Qpeen's Enemies, they could not fail to be zealoos in a 
Point which contributed more to thofe Views than anf 
one Occurrence during the whole Negotiation ; but as thgr 
all along wanted Appeatsactt, and conftdted them moit 
than anv real Advantages to the Kingdom, they tbm^ 
it neceflary to annex ^me Conditions to this iinportanc 
Article^ that might pa£s upon the deluded People as a Ju- 
iljfication of this nnprecedented Treachery. T^e Demo- 
lijtion of Vuaiirk was always fo. popular a Point, that no- 
thing could ftrike the Imaginations of the People more, 
than to be told^ that ^his important Place was delirer*d 
into the Queen's Poffcflion : This Step, they thought, well 
improvM, would recommend the Peace itfelf^ at leaft, 
juftify the Ceilation. And as the Nation had nothing 
more at Heart than the Difpofition of the Sfanijb Monar- 
cbyi after the Renundation had been induftrioufly cry'd 
up, and the Qpeen had declar'd from the Throne, that 
J^4Ji^e and Sfain-weu thereby mere effedually' divided 
than ever : Thefe two Articles were made the eifcatial 
Conditions of granting a Ceflation of Arms. For the 
latter, France eafily coniented to it{ having dedar'd it to 
be null and void by the fundamental Laws- of Fr^ma: 
For the firft, *tis evident how unwillingly FrMfte was 
brought to furrender Dunkirk ; but this the Minitry weie 
refolv'd eo purchafe at any fiUte^ as what would moft cafi* 
Jy amufe, and lenfibly z&66k. the Nation 9 and therefore to 
obtain this, they engage not only to grant a Ce(Cktton of 
Arms, but to conclude a feparare peace. The Profped of 
concluding a feparate Peace, and the obtaining an ifflfl^- 
di^Ve Ctflationof Arms, which anfwcr'd all the Parpofo 
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of Vwte almoft as jvell as a feparate Peace, by learing 
the whole Confederacy at their Mercy, were fo great 
tempcacions to Trance^ that the Surrender jof Dunkirk is 
igreed to ; bat if we couiider what BngUnd gaiaM by 
gnnting this fatal CeHation, we {hall find the Demolition 
of Vtmkifk fup^ly'd by a new Canal, more beneficial to 
^ France^ and formidable to the Narigation of Gt€4i BH^ 
t4iaj than Dunkirk ever was 9 and for the Rentmciation^ 
We were told by Franct^ we 0iould deceive our felvet if 
we accepted it as an Expedient to prevent the Union of 
the two Monarchies.

He hopes the moft Chriftian King will U6t in Concert 
with her Majefty, and omit nothing that may engage bis 
Eoyal Highnefs to come into all oui^ Meafures, and that 
tnay protect him from the Infolts of the Imperialifts fat 
fo doing ; and among other Advantages propos*d for biin, 
lie lays it down as a Principle, that it is neither for the 
Intereft of Great Britain nor France^ that the Kingdom of 
Sicily ihould be given to the Houfe of Avftria^ and ther^ 
ibrc demands it for the Duke of Sa^oj^ and declares the 
Queen will not defift from this Demand. This Concern of 
the hrhtjb Minifters for the Duke of Sa-poj^ the Committee 
is at a Lofi to account for. The French^ as appears by ^ 
Letter of the Bifliopof Briflol to Mr. St. fohn^ of the a6th 
of Jpril 1712, had actually dfBer'd Sicily to the Emperor, 
The Duke ofSay^ himfelf did not relifli this Propolition, 
as appears by the Lord Petsrborough*s Letter to Mr. St, Jobn^ 
of the 24th of September 1712, in which his LordDiip re- 
prefents the Duke of Sayoy expreflnig, That he was not fp 
vainly impatient of^the Title of King, as to lofe or ha- 
zard any real Intereft for an empty Name ; bqt that he 
thought it much more extraordinary, that a Prince beaten 
ten Years together* by his Enemies^ (hould remain at laft 
with the Prize contended forJ and which fo often by 
parliament had been dcclar*d the juft and unavoidable Mo- 
tive of the War. . Again, in Lord Bterhorough's Letter of 
i^oyember the x6th, 171a, to Mr. St,. John^ he affirro'd, 
That nothing can reprefent the Uneafinefs of Mind of 
the Duke of Sayoy^i after thefe Offers had been made him; 
7ocalm this Uneafmefs, and to fix his Royal Highnefs in 
th^ Aicafufcsof th^ Miniftry^ it was neceifary the Lord 
' l^tvkway^ 
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hterhroitgh fliould, in a Memorial given to him, repre* 
fent, That his Royal Highnefs, in refufing thefe Offers, 
muft fall out with the Qiieen, and the Englijh Miniden, 
whom his Lordfhip endeavours to exciife from the Re- 
proaches cail dire£lly upon them, arif they were Perfons 
deroted to Prance: That for the Support of what was pro-- 
pos'd, a fufficient Fleet {hould be furnifli'd either by E/j^^ 
land or France^ or by both Powers Jointly ; and that his 
Boyal Highnefs (hould be guaranteed and protected, againfl 
any Power that (hould oppofe this Proje^, or (liouki infulc 
Hm for having accepted thefe 0£Eers. The Arguments of 
the Englifli Minifters did at length prevail with his Royal 
Highnefs ; and if the View of the faid Minifters was ef- 
fefbially to difable the Emperor from fupporting himfelf 
againft Fratice after our Separation, by fofcing into the 
Imereft of France an Ally, fo confiderable as the Duke of 
S«y(ffy it muft be confefs'd thefe Meafures were extreamly 
well calculated for fuch an End ; but it does not appear 
to the Comroitteei how England came to be fo far con- 
cecnM in this Matter, as to offer its Guarantee for Sicily^ 
which naturally muft have engag'd us in a War againft 
the Emperor. This Forwardnefs of the Miniftry in offer- 
ing to make England Guarantee for Conditions advanta- 
geous only to Franeey feeros the more extraordinary, when 
they obferve, that during the whole Courfe of this Nego- 
ciation, they find.no Endeavours ufed to procure a Gua^^ 
nntceof our Cbnfedehites to fecure the trotcftant SucccP- 
fioD, which had been addrefs'd for by both Houfes of Par- 
liament; nor do they obfcrve, that the Ii:ing of ^tcilyyfot 
whom fo ipuch was done, was ever requefted to be Gua- 
watee for the faid 3ucceffion. 

The dreadful Cbnfequenoes of the Separation of the 
Armies were now fenfibly felt in the pnfortunate A6lion 
«t Denain^ where Marfhal VtHofs on the 24th of /»/j, K S. 
attackM Lord Albemarle'^ Camp which *he forced, took 
him Prifoner, and entirely defeated «11 the Troops under 
^is Command. Monfieur de Torcy immediately fends aa

to which they could obtain nothing but very general Aih

Juneis^^ 0. S. Mr. Sir. /»^ji writes a . long Letter to the 
Lord Privy Seal, and inflm^ him to lay the entire Blame 
of all that has happen'd upon the Dutchj and that the 
Want of Concert is only to be imputed to thoie who are 
at the Head of Affairs in Holland -j however, that her 
Majefty is dill ready for their Sakes, and for the Sake o(F 
the common Intereft of Europe^ to forget, all that is paft, 
and to join with them in the ftrilleft Terms of Amity and 
Confidence. • This Farce was ftill to be carry'd oa in 
Holland^ and thefe ProfeffioOs made in the Name of the 
Queen, when it is notorious, that four Days before, JtSMt 
20, 0. S. Mr. St. John had, in the ftrongeft Terms, pro- 
mised, in the Qiieen's Name to Monf. de Tortyy to conclode 
a feparate Peace with trance^ on Condition Dunkirk was 
delivered to the Unglijh ; and that this Offer of a fepaiate 
Peace made by England^ arofe from the trenches refufing to 
deliver Dunkirky upon the Conditions firft agreed npoo^ 
altho* at the fame Time the Qjieen's Plenipotentiaries are 
diredled in a moil publick Manner co lay the Blame o( 
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ill oar Meafures at the Door of the States GeneraH 6uc 
titho' in all the Letters that pafsM between Lord B«//;g^- 
^roke and Monf. de Torcy^ the concluding a feparate Peace 
is trcitcd as a Thin^ fectled on both Sider, the Plenipo- 
tentiaries at U^echt are ordered to proceed upon another 
Foot; and -in a Letter from Lord Bolingbtoke cA July iS^ 
X S. to the Plenipotentiaries jointly, upon a .SuppoHtioa 
that Lord Straf^rd was then got back again to Utrecht^ 
they are orderM to lofe noTioie in fettling the Conven- 
tions foir a Sufpeniion of Arms between Great Britain and 
^rance^ both by Sea and Land ; and when that is brought 
toPerfe6lion,to call upon the Allies to enter again upon the 
Negociatiotls on the Foundation of the Plan laid down in 
the Qjtieen*s Speech ; and it is defir'd their Lordfliips will ap- 
pear follicitous in this Matter, and affcdl to be the Aggref^ 
^rs,and to prpfs the Allies to give in categorical Anfwdrv 
By this Means the Negociat ions were feemingly fit on Fooc 
%gain, and whether the Allies did, or did not comply^ 
tmr Minifiry were ready to make their Ufe of it either 
Way ; if they did comply, the Scandal of -a fepiirate 
Peace would be avoided ; if they did not, the Blame was 
to be imputed to their Obftinacy. 

The Treaty being left upon this Foot at Utrecht^ with 
a Poilibility of being carry'd on or dropt, as (hould be 
found convenient, and the King of Franct having con- 
fented to the Demands made by England on Behalf of the 
Duke of Sayoy^ but among others, upon thefe two ex- 
preft Conditions, That a Sufpenfion of Arms both by 
Sea and Land be immediately granted, and that a feparate 
Peace between England^ France^ Sfain^ and Sayoy^ be forth« 
Vfiih concluded, it was thotfght proper and neceifary^ 
tbat Lord Bolingbroht (hould go himfelf to France^ finall/ 
to adjuft and fettle the great Points in Difpute. The Sub« 
dance of his J[nllru6lions was, To remove all Difficulties 
that might obftru^ the general Sufpeniion of Arms be- 
tween England and Frante from taking Place, or fettling 
the Treaty of Peace in fuch a Courfe, as may bring it to 
a happy and fpeedy Conclufion. But to declare, that he 
does not imagine there will be any Poilibility to prevail 
with t\it Queen to iign the Peace with France and Sfain^ 
unlefs full Satisfaflion be given to the Duke qf Sayoy. He 
is therefore to take particular Care to fettle iiis Barrier, 
and to procure Sktly for him ; to fettle the Renunciation 
in fitbh a Manner, that there may be as. little Room left 
as ]^ffible for Difpute or Delay i that the EleOor of 
• BaydrU 
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tayarU may have Sardinia^ and be reilorM ro his Domi 
nioni in the Empire, except the Uffer Palatinate^ and tbi 
Firft Eleilofate J and then he is to proceed ro fucaka 
ihch Articles as relate to the Interefl of Great Britatn^ and 
endeavour to have fuch of them, as there may appear u 
be any Doubt concerning, explain'd in the moft advaft 
tageour Manner. And then he is to do his befi to di(co 
ver, upon the feveral Parts of the general Plan of Peai 
^hat the real Uftimatmn of France may be 9 and when i 
peace between Ungland and France (hall be iign'd ; that 
may be expedient ^to Hx the Allies a Time to come ii 
wherein the Queen will ufe her good Offices, but wi" 
not be under any Obligation to impofe upon the Alii 
the Scheme ofFer'd by France^ or to debar them from oli 
taining better Terms for themfelves. By thefe Iiiftrudi 
bns it appears, that Lord BoUngbroke was impower'd d 
,conclude a feparate Peace with Englandl France^ Sfdii 
and Sayoj. That at this Time there was fome Doubt

as to let his Lordfliip into this Secret, our Treaty was to

The Refult of this Debate was not to proceed to a Confe- 
tence till this Point be determined, the Wnneh infifting 
that their Orders were (b plain, as neither to need or ad« 
mit any Explication ; and the Brittfi Miniftert thinking 
the Mactsr as plain on their Side. They hope their Zeal 
for her Ma)efty's Honour will be graciouily approvM, and 
defure to be directed what further they are to do in this 
Matter, which they apprehend to be of a decifive Confer 
quence, becaufe they find even tbofe among the Vittth^ 
who appear to be moft cordially difpos'd to fuch a Peace,

Whilft the EngHJh Miniftry are doing thcfe good Officef 
10 the Syibfcdls of Fr4S##, and raking all Opportiinicies both 
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puUick and private, to efpoafc their Incerefts ; the Com- 
xnttcee is furpriz'd at the ill Treatment which EnglMni re- 
ceived from Vritnce at thit Time, and at their BAckward< 
nefs in making good tlie Promifes and Engagements they 
virerc under in fome Points that rooft nearly concern*d the 
Incerefts of Great Briuin. At the latter End of O^t^, 
Mr. Frxor was fent into England^ and, by what appear^ 
left his Refidenbe in Ftdtite without the Leave, or any 
Order from the Qtieen his Midrefs ; but was fent over by 
the King o£ frantt^ as a proper Perfon, wbbra he thought 
fit to entruft with the great Secret of prevailing with the 
Qtieen^ by her Credit to obtain what the King demanded 
for the Ele^lor of Ba»dri4. He brings a Credential Letter 
from the ^ing of France to the Qpeen, which iceroing 
fotnething new of the Kind, is annezM in the Affenduf, 
About the Middle of Soyefnberj Mr« frier goes back into 
France with new Inftru^lions^ wherein the Propoial of a 
Keutrality in Italy is one of the chicfeft Articles ; and that 
he might ha^e a perfect Knowledge of the Queen's pre* 
^nt Relblutions and Councils, in Relation to the prefenc 
Treaty of Peace, a Copy of the laft Iqilruaions to the 
Plenipotentiaries at Utred)t is given him, that, as Occafioq 
ihoold require, he might %6k in all Things conformable ta 
the Queen's Intentions therein exprefs'd. He carries like* 
wife a Letter from the Queen to the King of Trance^ where- 
in, among other Things, it is (aid, That Mr* Prijor contt* 
nuing to behave himfeif fo as that his Condu£l may be 
entirely agreeable to the King of France^ he does bot litte- 
fally execute the Orders the Queen had given him, and k 
m Proof of bis Duty and 2^al for her Service. After this 
it appears, that when the Treaty of Peace wa$ ready to 
be concluded| the Advantages Gre4^ Britain was to expe^ 
and r^ap from the EndeaVours of the Britijb Miniftry, tq 
aiiift anci fbpport the Caufe of Fr^^e^ were in a great 
Meafure' unsettled and undetermined* France began tq 
cavil, and^ as Lord Bolingbreke faid^ go back from what 
the King had promifed the Queen. His Lordfliip cannot

Several Reprefentations were feiTt backward and farf> 
<vard, ihewing the fatal Confequences of what was de- 
manded by France ; and altho* Lord Bvlingbroke, in his 
Letter to Mr. Wrior of the 19th sf jfan. 1712-13, infilled^ 
^at the Queen had never yielded what Prance pretended tOj 
^hich then remained an unfarmountable Difficulty ; yet 
ia his Letter to the Duke of Shrewsbury of the fame Date, 
he telb h^s Grace, If the Freacfc dofe with the Overture 
1^ then made them^ with regard to the Difputes concern- 
ing Comnoerce^ her Majefty is willing to accept the laft 
^pcdient proposed by Moniieur d$ Torcy^ for adjuiUng oar 
Mferencei abait North America^ and to confent that the 
^ing in the Ceffion of Newfoundland^ do referve to his 
8bbjc6ls a Right ofFifhing and Drying on the Coaft of 
^^fmndlandy from Point Bicht North about, to Cape U9* 
^*^^a. An jl here no Direction is given concerning Capt 
Jwsn, of which the Vrench got the entire Poflcflion and 
Propriety ; altho' in the Duke of Sfrrewiburfz InllrudlionS| 
H u declared, that the Qpeen looked upon Cape Breton to 
i^long to her y and reckon'd that Ifland a Part of the an- 
cient Territory of Noya Scotia^ which is by this Treaty 
'tftored to hfr. But if his Grace could not prevail upoxi 
^hem to agree with him in the Article of Commerce, hit 
was to declare, That neither will the Queen agriee wj^th 
them in their Proportion concerning NewfiundlaM. H^re 
the Committee coniiders upon w|;^ac Coniideratbn thiv 
Valuable Privdege of taking and drying Fifli upon 'the 
Coail of Newfoundland wis yielded up to France* *, In Mon* 
^itor de Tofcft Anfwef tQ Lord Bolingbroke't Memorial of * 
^ the 24th, 17x2, it was sif reed, That Britain and Francti 
OiGiuld grant to the 8ub|e^ of each Crown reciprocally,^ 
the fame. Privileges and Advantages which they (biii 
cither of them grant to the 8ub)e^s of any other Natioi^ 
Vtut&Yar : ypon tl^is FoiH^dation ym ^^^blifliM th« 
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. Trinciple of treating, and being treated, as Qms amafj^ 
fif4; and purfuant to thi$ Principle the TariflFbf 1664^ 
which was granted 10 HcUand^ excepting the four SpecicS| 
was likewife to be grirtced'fo us ; ^rid by the 8th and 
loth Articles of the Proje£lof\he Treaty of Cominerce it 
Was fo fere led. Bur Fr^iwce pretending now, that this Ta- 
riff would be too beneficial to us, refufed to grant it tousw 
until another Tariff fhould be made in Britain^ t7AQ.\f\ 
conformable to thar of 166.4. whereby our Duties fhoolJ 
be reducM as low here, as theirs are in France by that Ta- 
riff. This^ Lord Bolin'^hfoke fays, if an open yiolantn lif 
¥aith\ and bj this they art removing a Corner- $t9tt^j vinck 
was laid early in the foundation of a Building brought almefi 
to Ferfe^ion ; the Fall whereof mnft pr&ye at lafl vf at fold 
Confequence to them as to us» He adds, He was firangely /«r- 
friz'd when he faW the Precedent of the Kyfwick" Treaij 
' quoted^ to ferfuade us to Vefer our Commerce^ as the Dutch 
then did theirs y to Ommifjionersy to he treitud of after Jlgmnj^ 
the Peace \ that the Behayiour of the French ufon that Occa- 
Jion has giyen us Warnh.g ;* and it is from 't6ence we hdn 
learn* dy that whateyer is referr*dy is giyen uf^ and thej 
muft haye a mean Opinion of thofe whom ihej would perfrsMM 
to purfne* the fame Method^ to get the Tariff of 1664^ ij 
which ^/7# Dutch loft it. But his Lordthip had either. noi 
learnt this Leflbn, or had Entirely forgot it, wheh on the 
a4th of Af-fOf, he himfelf propo/d, that feveral Pbidts re 
lating to Commerce, requiring a longer Difcuilion than 
that Crijts would adrtjr, CommiiTaries (hould be appointed 
to fettle and adjuft the Differences. But then, it leeajS| 
they were more intent upon the General Peace, than aiijr 
particular Advantages. 

After this, his Lordfliip propofes to ftrike out of the 
Pro]e6l of the Treaty of Commerce the 9th'Und^ioth Ar- 
ticles, and inflead thereof, to ii^fert one to the Efled of 
that wtuch he had drawn ': And as the Accepunce of 
this Amendment was to put an End to all the Differences, 
»nd gave fuch ample Advantages io Trance^ the French tn* 
dily agreed, to it, and inferted it yerhatim as it was fenr, 
wl^ich makes the 9th Article of the Treaty of Commerce 
as it ndw Hands,- atid is the fame that was re)e£led by ih^ 
lafl Pafliafuenr ; and this Article which has been fince fo 
univerfaliy and jiiftfy condemned, appears to be the Work 
of the En'grtjh Minillryj and the Price for which they 
Ibid to France' tht Filhery of Newfoundland. 

This Treatment of Fr/iwce cbuld not but give the Mini- 
ftry -the grcatcft Uneafuicfs j tho' their Apprehcniioiis left

"4we had now reap'd the full Benefit of the Sufpenfion, 
»nd were at Liberty to difpute the Principle of Gens •ami- 
^9^^' In \hefe Circuraftanc^s were the EngUJh Miiiiftry 
h January 1712-13, and to extricate themfelves, they 
Hvve up all Points m Difpute in Nitiirth America^ and the 
fiibe'ryof Newf^unilani \ upon the £ngle Confideratioa 
of the jth' Article of the treaty of Commerce, which 
the Parliament rejected with a juft Indignation. How- 
ever, to bring France to a Corepliance, even upon thef€ 
Auditions, theDuke of Shrewsbtfry is inilru£led to prevail 
with France to come tp/this Refolution virithout ;he Lofs 
of^ one Moment's Time. The jParliamenf was ftddenly to 
"Jcet, and it would be neceilary for the Quee^ to commii- 
nicate to both Hbufes the prefent State of the Negociation. 
His Grace is then to reprefent to Monfleur de Torcy^ how 
Smoothly every Thing would glide along, if the Queen ' 
^s able to. fpeak of her own Interefts as abfolqtely deter* 
ttitfd with France ; and on the other Hand, what Travels 
We (hall be expofed to, and what Confufion may arife, if 
out NegociatiSn^a])peaVs to be fjil^ open, and iff the Secret 
Comes to be divulg'd, that Prance refufes to make good iji 
'he Treaty, the full Effedl of fqrmer Promifes' to the Queen. 
^hat as the French MiniHers defire that the Queen would 
precipitate the Conclufiou of her Peace, and leave all the 
Confederacy at their Mercy, they muft be told, that whea 
^he mutual Intereils of France and England arr fettled, the 
^Plenipotentiaries of Great Britain {h<iJl publickly declare 
in the Congrefs that they aire ready to figft with thofe of 
^roxre, and (hall call upon the Allies to quicken their 
i^^fiocUtions, and conclude without Lofs of ^^ne : But '\t 
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.they feek unnecei£gry Delays, or make unrealbnable I 
tnmndsy her Majffty, who hat induced them to treat, i 
by the fame Meafares engage them to conclude, or at h 
Ibe wiH fign without them : And that the Queen hari 
«nce deblar'd her Intereft to be fettled, and her Ti 
ready to be iign'd, the General Peace becomes from 
Moinent forf, and the Remainder of the Megociati 
•afy ; it is therefore wKe for the Fttmk to comply n 
her Maiefty. 

The great Dtftradion the Miniftry was in, apoears I 
lk:iently, from this long Letter of Lord Bolingbnie't to

' Tne French appear fo very uncomplying in every Poinc 

* debated, and fo very forward and pofitive in their Re* 

* ftifal of a greac^any Things, which the Dutch took ta 
' be granted and fettled, as well by her Majefty's Speech, 
^ is the Declarations lately made by the Lord Sttdfard^ 
' that the Difappoinrment they met with, put tbera into 
' the greateft Confternation : Reafon was alfo given us ta 
^ participate, in thefe Difcoa tents, and to regard feveral 
^ Things^ w:hich appear contrary towhat her MajeHjr 
' has declar'^d, as very unfair ; yet all that could be faid 

* prevailed not. 

The Committee is not furpriz'd, that the Inftancet of 
their Excellencies had fo little EiFe<a with the French Ple- 
nipotentiaries, who then expedied that Orders . ihould be 
fentto the Britijh Plenipotentiaries immediately to ^gn a 
feparate Peace ; which^ according to their Expe^tions, 
were fent February the 20th, i^ti-ij, by Mr. S^,y<dm^ 
Brother* to the Lpr]^ BoHngbrokey to conclude andiign with 
frame as foon as the Duke of Sltrewsbury (bould fend thenx 
Advice that the Propofitions he was to make at the French 
Court wtre accepted ; and on the 29rh, Lofd BoUngbroie 
with the utmofl Joy acqaaintf their Excellencies, That he 
had rcceiv'd from the Duke of Sbremsbury the expected Rf- 
torns; he had therefore difpatch'd a Courier to them^ 
to renew thofe InHrudiions which he hopM \verc clear 
enough fignify'd in thofe Papers which his Brother car- 
'jd. . He acquaints them, that the Duke af .ShremslNitj^ 
bad dechir*d that their Lordfoips had. Orders j/in Cafo 
the French comply*d, as they now aftualJy hayedone^- 
to fign her Majefty's Peace with Fratue without further 
I^Vy 9 and tbi( her Majeily \9^fk open the Pftrliameut:,

But the Bfitijh Plenipotentiaries j who were to fign, badi 
fame Difficulhes ; and acqmint Lord Bolit^hrokey We cM^ 
ff^mgrfot dedl to jnflify e»r cdmim^ Proceedings vfith the, 
French, and or o fatisfy'd' thdt jotit UrdftAp would he of the 
fame Ofimon^ if jon were to fee their Way of negociating itith 
ai the ABieSy and how hard it is for us to obtain here what 19 
yotir Lordfinf feimhnfof^le the French Jhoiild make any Difi- 
culty to grant. 

The repeated Orderi td the Plenipotentiaries prcraifdit 
laft (o hi upon them, as to acqtiaint the Allies, The fjneei 
femad it ttoceffdry io conclude he^ o#n tedce wtthcfsit Delay ^ mjJ 
that Timefiould he aiow^d tfhjo that #^f not ready i But 
they ftiil avoided the a^al figning, till the reft of the^ 
Allies^ whofe Treaties Were in a F(^rwardneA, were read/' 
to fign wit^ thete; and,' to jtfftify themfelVes, they ac- 
quaint th| IXike of Shrewihiry^ fhdt^ hefides other Cotfih 
Ifet^oM^ their chief Ohje^lim wai^ that tho* they had Oticfi 
to fign a* fartict^oT Itactyyet their fiAl Foxiets linder thi 
Great Seal only amhori%'d thtfik to n^ociatij agree^ and teir

The Committee baring thus gone through the chief 
Tranfa^ions relating to the Negociations of Peace and 
Commerce, proceed to ofler to the Houfe what they have 
/ound material in the Papers referr'd to them concerning 
the Cataldtis. In the firft Place, they obferve, that af^r 
feveral unfuccefsful Attempts by the Way of Utrmga!^ 
and the Defign upon Cadi'xy to fettle King Charles on the

For that Purpofe he is to inform himfelf what Number 
of Forces they will raife, and what they expe£( fhall be 
fent to ailift them : If any of the Nobility infift upon a 
turn of Money to be advanced to them, he rouft aiTurej 
them, he does not doubt but he (hall be impower*d to'^ 
remit to them whatfoevcr is necelTary and reafbnable for 
their Support, as foon as they are adually in the Field : 
That he fhall give the Catalans^ or other Spamardsy AiTu- | 
ranees of her Majefty's utmoft Endeavours to procure the 
EUablifhment of all fuch Rights and Immunities as they 
have formerly enjoy'd under the Houfe of Aufiria : That 
ihe has, for their fiu-ther Satisfadlion, fent to King CbatJv 
III^ for Powers for confirming the fame to them ; and 
that (he is willing, if they infift upon it, to give her 
Guarantee that it (hall be done. Mr. Cfowe had alfo a 
Commiilion of the fame Date with his Inftru^Uons, to 
treat with the C4ftf/4/M upon the Terms before mention'd, 
upon this exprefs Condition on their Side, Ihat they JheuU 
ackamledge^afd receiye King Charles as lawful l&ng p/ Spain, 
and.uttery renenme the Houfe 0/ Bourbon. He had with 
this credential Letters ^ lign*d by the Queen, diredted to 
the Nobility, Magiftrates| and all Officers Civil and Mi- 
litary of Cataloma^ deflring them^ to depend upon the 
Promifes he fhould make them in her Name. The Earl

lans^ was the Orders fent Lord Lexington^ (contrary to his 
firft InftriK^ioni) upon his Arrival at Madrid^ to acknow- 
ledge JRfii/*^ as King of Sfaln irt a private Audience, before 
\^y one Article of Peace or Commerce was fettled with 
him, which put him in a Condition of refufing this^ and 
whatever elft he (hould think fit. The Manner how 
Spain gain'd this important Point appears to be as follows :

' nerical wh^n Hobert Hariey did begin to open itj . that it 
Was treated with Ridicule, until he (hew'd how pradlica- 
ble it was. It is true, this gave great Reputation Abroad, 
md enabled to treat advantageouily of a Peace ; it rais'd 
ffiaJdng Credit at Home ; but at the fame Time as it drew 
tEnrjr upon Hariey from forae, and the Rage of others, fo 
it gave Offence to fome of his Fellow Servants, who told 
him plainl^r, that he ought A have told his Secret, and 
if be would not get Money himfelf, he ought to have' 
kthis Friends (hare a Hundred Thoufand Pounds, which 
ivoald not have been felt or foijind out in fo vaft a Sum as 
Kine or Ten Millions. 

To this Principle was owing the fetting on Foot at this 
Time the unhappy Voyage to Canada : To all which

^hen the Treafurer fcrupled tliis, Mr. Secretary St,,f^ 
and Mr. Moor came to him with much P<ifnon upon OA 
Affair; and about a Fortnight after, the Secretary 
State iignify'd the Queen's pofitive Pleafure to have- ttM 
Money paid ; and accordingly her Majefty fign'd ^ Wit- 
rant yune 21, and the Treafurer not being able then, wijk 
all his Precaution, to difcover further Light, the Money 
was paid July the 4tb, 171 1. Since the Return from that 
Expedition, the Secret is difcover'd, and the Treafurer^ 
Sufpicion juftify'd; for the Publick was cheated of above 
Twenty Thoufand Pounds. There is Reafon to be more 
particular upon this Head, becaufe it is one of the Things 
never to be forgiven the Treafurer ; and Lord Cbancelloff 
told him more to that Purpofe ; that they' told him no 
Government was worth ferving, that would noc let them 
make thofe Advantages, and gee fuch Jobbs. 

One Thing more fs crav'd Leave to be added. That the 
Treafurer was fbrc'd to ufe all his Skill and Credit to 
keep the Hoti{e of Commons from examining this Afiair 
laft Parliament. 

fune the 1 2th, 171 2, the firft Seflion of laft Parliament 
ended. From this Time, to the Beginning of the next 
Seflion, the Treafurer's Hands were full of negociating 
the Peace in all Courts Abroad ; and beiides the ordinary 
ind neceilary puty of his Office at Home^ he* had fre- 
c]uent Occaiion of calming the Quarrels and Grudges Mr. 
Secretarjr had fame times againft Lord Dartmouth^ Comt 
times againft Lady Majfam^ and fometimes againfi the 
Treafurer himfelf. ^ » 

The fecond Seflion of the laft Parliament b<gan Decern- 
her the 'jthy 171 1. This was att^ded with great Diffi- 
culties and Dangers, as well from the Practices of the . 
Difcontented hWy as the Defigns cirry'd on by Mr. BtQu 
Prince tugent^ and Bothmar ; in which Denfigs concurr'd 
the Emperor,' and' ottier States and Princes who gain'd by 
the War. This put her Majefty under a Sort of Necellity 
to preferye the whbte, and to ta{^e a fllechod which had

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k^Kfi nf^d before to create fome new Peers. So many 
ktringbeen brought formerly out of the Houfe of Com- 
iixm of cl]o£e who ufed to manage Publitk AfFairsj it 
)u j^ropos'd to Mr. Secretary, That if he would bt con- 
Biited to flay in the Houfe of Commons that Sefliom, her 
^fty would have the Goodnefs to create him a Peer, 
Bd that he (hould not lofe his Rank. The iecond Seilion 
tided the 21 ft of June^ 171^) and nocwithftanding B9th^ 
^s Memorial, and all oth^i Attacks both from Ab|pad 
pd at Home, Supplies were provided, and tytry Thing 
^lAting to the Publick put upon a good Poor, and the 
bkcon tents began to defpair, as appear'd by the Duke 
f MaxlbuTough retiring Abroad, an^ other Particulars, 

After the Seflion was ended, the Quetn, as ihe had pro- 
»is*d, ordered a Warrant for Mr. Secretary St, J§hn to be 
Vifcounr ; this happen *d to put him in the ucmoil Rage 
jainft the Treafurer, Lady Maffam^ and without fparing 
w greatefl. It did avail very little^ to tell him how 
)Qch he had got in Place ( for had he been created with 
ie other Lords, it would have fallen to his. Share to have 
pnv next afcejr Lord Trtyor ; but thp Treafurer with great 
litience bore M the Scorm, of which Lord Maffam was 
&en a Witiiefs of the outrageous Speeches ; and Mr* 
!fi'«' very Utely told the Treafurer, that Lord BoTtrtghtuki 
ud very lately to him, that he ow'd him a Revenge upon 
li« Head. This Difcontent continu'd, until there hap- 
«tt*d an Opportunity of fending him to f ranee 9 of 
^bich there was not much Occaiion ; but it was hoped, 
BAt this would have put him in good Honnmr ; which 
[didj until in O^oher ^^l^^ there were Knights of the 
•^er made. This created a new Difturbance, wHich is 
Po well rflmember'd, and breaks out now very often 
1 outrageous ExprefHons publickly againfl all then 
aade. 

In NsyemhtTj on the Death of Duke HamltoM^ he was 
i^uch a^ainfl Duke Shnwsbury^s going, foe Reaibns very 
^in, which then were in Negociation 5 for before 
^e U^ Seilion of thac Parliament began, a new Mo* 
^ Wat fram*<J, or a Sijheme of Miniftry ; which how 
^y afterwards came to faU oyt^ will appear in its due 
lace. 

^he th|rd and laft Seflion began ^fril the 9th, X713, 
irhich was as fbon- as the Peace was concluded^ ntid could 
^ proclaim^. It is not decent to' sake Notice, That dur- 
^ this ,w%ole N/egociatiQn) (he Treafurer was oblig'd by 
disown Hand, and his own Charge, to coriefpond in all 

the 
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the Courts concern'd in the Negociacion ; and very ofteiE 
he had the good Luck to fee right feverai Miftakes, and IV! 
obtain feme Things vtty little expedled ; Luc the oofap 
Merit of this belongs to her Maiefty, the Credit of wMfe 
Favour brought it about, and gave Power to the Treafinor 
to a^ with Su6ce£s. 

During this Seifion, the Lords of the Cabinet, and 
otherf, met every Saturday at the Trcafurer's, in order n 
carry on the Queen's Buflnefs, as they had done the Ttw 
before on Thurfdays. Many Offers were made, and rfr 
peated by the Trcafurer, in order to attack former Offea« 
dersy and quiet the Minds of the Gentlemen, and of the 
Church Party ; and the only Reafon for this failing, mu% 
^caufe of the Proved hid far their new Scheme, and 
putting themfelves at the Head, as they call'd it, of cbt 
Church Party. • 

This being the laft Seflion of Parliament, and (bmff 
Gentlemen fearing fkeir £le£lion9« and fome for ochey 
Reafons, dropt the Bill ^ Commerce. The Treafom 
faw this Opportunity, and immediately took it, and pre<- 
vail'd with Sir Thomas Hanmer\ and others, to come into 
the Payment of the Civil Lift Debts, incurr'd before the 
Change of the Treafury, tho' the prefent Treafurer wat 
raird at ^d malignM ; which he chofe to bear patiently^ 
Ather than own the true Reafon, that there was no Mo« 
ney to do it with, which would have ruin'd all at onoet 
This Step of paying the Debts, put the Maleconteiitedl 
into the utrooft Rage, which they did vtry p|iblickly ex-- 
prefs in both Houfes. This laft SeOion of that ParliaBieot, 
and the third iince the Change of the Miniflry, ettd((| 
^ythe x6th, 171 3. 

The Peace with France being over, and it growifig ll^•; 
ceffary to put her Majefty's Affairs into a furtM and 
more fettled Regulation, and to eafe the TreaAirer of the 
Burthen, as well as Envy, of foch a Bulk of Bufinefi; 
her Maiefly was pleased to approve of the Scheme of the 
Duke of Orm§nd*s ftaying here to attend the Army A£Biin, 
whiqh v\^s neceiBury at the Time of Diibanding ; Dnke 
Shrewsbury to go to Ireland^ upon his Return from Prmui ;

In the fame Letter the Treafurer propos'd, that (ac- 
cording to the Treaty of Peacfc) Care (hould be taken of 
the following Particulars, yi%, Newfgundlatidy fludfitt'9 
I ^47, Acadia^ St, Chriftofhersj the Jffieuto^ and other Things 
GonCain'd in the Treaties of Commerce. Thefe Particu- 
lars the Treafurer thought- to have been, executed, until 
' within a few Weeks he heard the contrary by Accidenti 
and that the Time in the feveral Treaties was elapg'd. 
ypoa thisy the Treafurer, on Wednefday funt 2, told 
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Mr. Mo9r of this, and that every body would be liable 
filame who are in the Q.ueen*s Service. 

ThtrfUy^ ftaie 3, 1714, Lord Bolingbroke writes to t1 
Treafurer.! Letter, which begins thuf : Mr. Moor has hn 
r/Ertf AUrdag with me^ and has put into my Hands a Esft 
winch he caSs^ (I think not improperly) a Charge ufon m 
This Paper contains the Negledi abovemencion'd in ( 
Treafurtr's Letter of fuly 25, 171 3, eleven Months befoi 
and ycc cbefe Faults are now charged opon the Treaitirer. 

Hereupon the Committee obferve, that his Lordfhip 
here taken to himfelf the Credit of correfponding by 
own'Hand, and at his own Charge, in all the Courts < 
cern'd in the prefent Negociations, and that very ofcj 
he has had the goqd Luck to fet right feveral Miilakes, aa 
*to obtain fome Things very little expc£led. That he \ 
ed of his laying hold of a feafonable Opportunity inParlj 
snent, upon reje£Hng the Bill of Commerce, to prev 
with the Members of the Houfe o^Comroons to come i\ 
the Payment of the Civil Lift Dc" ; and has alfo char] 
feveral Perfbns, then in high Stations in her Majefty's f 
vice, with Corruption and Imbezilmenr of the Public 
Money ; and prefumed to recommend himfelf to her I' 
jefiy, by having osM all his Skill and Credit to keep tl 
Houfe of Commons from examining into the fame. Aa 
rhe Committee having received Information, that brgf 
Sums of Money had been diredled for fpecial Services re- 
lating to tfie War, by Signs Manual, and W!irrants upoo 
the fame, countetiign'd by his Lordfliip^ which Suois 
were afterwards .paid to his Lordfhip's Order ; The Com- 
mittee thought .fit to lay before the Houfe, Copies of the 
faid Signs Manual, and Warrants, and Orders thereupon. 

The Committee having likewife obferv'd feveral Tranf* 
anions. Orders, and Dire^ions, given by the Miniften 
in the Queen's Name, in no Manner agreeable to h«r 
Majefty's Sentiments and Intentions, as exprefs'd in fere- 
ral MefTiges to ParKament,^and Speeches from the Throne, 
concerning the Terms of Peace which flie was pleafed to 
communicate to both Houfes ; thought it their Doty to 
emcr into a particular Examination of this Matter, asd 
to compare her Ma^efty's Declarations, with the Mealhres 
that her Minifters prefumM to take in carrying on tbefe 
important Negociations. The firft Time the Queen made 
Mention of th« Peace to the Parliament, was December ii^ 
X711, when nothing had been concluded between England 
and France^ but the Special Preliminaries iign*d by the 
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Sirl of Dartmouth and Mr. St, fdm on the Part of England^ 
ad Monficur Mefnagit on the P-irt of Franct^ Seftembtr 
hfciyth, 171 1 > and the Gcnfral Preliminaries iign'd by 
ionfieur Mefiidger only, which weie fent over by the 
iUrl of Straffordy ^s the Foundation of a General Peace. 

Afrer thefe Preliminaries were fign*d, Mr. St, fohtt 
?tefsM Monfieur de Torcy^ that the King of F)ranee would 
«plaiii himfelf with Regard to the Allies ; and fuch Ex- 
plications as the King of France thought fit to make, arS 
»ntain'd in the Anfwer to the Memorial brought /by M. 
IW/tMr, 'Nor emlnr iSy 171 1. Upon which, heir Majefty 
»t the opening of that Scflion, in laying before the Par- 
Kinjent the State of the Treaty then on Foot, faid, * That 

* notwithftanding the Arts of thofe who delight in War, 
' both Place and Time are appointed for opening the Trea- 
' ty of a General Peace. Our Allies, efpecially the States 
^ General y whofe Intereft I look upon as infeparajjle from 

* my own, have, by their ready Concurrence, exprefs'd 
^ their Confidence in me," The Queen thought the Sutes 
M readily concurred with her ; but it muft be remem- 
htt'^y that the States had in the ftrongeft Manner repre- 
femed againft the Propofitions fignM by Monf. Mefnagtr^ 
*s too general and uncertain, not being a fufSovent Foun- 
^tiOn, upon which a N^ooiation might be hazarded ; 
they dreaded the fatal Oonf^ueinces of opening the gene- 
ral Conferences, before the Articles offer'd by Fr4n^f were 
niidc fpecifick, and before they knew what they were to 
troft rp, for their own Barrier, and their Commerce. But 
inftcad of acquainting the Queen with thcfe fteprtfenca- 
lionsj or acting according to her Majefty*s Sentiments^ 
Mr. St, Johrij OSiober 9, declares, ' Certain it is, that her

* will deceive themfelves, who may imagine by Delay to 

* break, them." And Oftober 29, ' The Qpeen remains 

* firm in her firft Refolution, of caufmg the Conferences

And Hty^mber 2, ' The Qjoeen will not finaUy coiicett a 

* Plan for the Pro£ectitidn of the War with the States, 
I ^Jntilnhey juin with*, her in agreeing to open the Con- 
ferences of Peace;'* And A^rwm^er ly, L^td Staffed 

^ys * He had now told them her Majefty's Ordtfr tb him 
^ was to decUre, that (he flumld look up6n any D^tay as^ 
a Refufal to. comply with Her Propofitiprts/* Bjr theTe 
^ia^ats, and extraordinary Meafwres, the States are cohi- 
pell*d by the QMeen's Miniflew^ to cortfent to open the 
Coaf^iejaeef^; when at the fame Tint her Majefty \vas 
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perfnaded, that they readily concurr'd in what had heea^'^ 
proposed to them. Her Ma) (ly declares, fbe looks upo«^ 
the Intereft of the States General to be infeparabie ArooH 
her own. Mr. St. John declares. That Britain had gone Uli;^ 
much too far in weaving her Incereft into that of ttieV.- 
Continent, that it would prove no eafy Tafk to difen* ., 
tangle them, without tearing and rending. -^ 

The Qpeen fays further, * The Princes and States whicfr-^ 

* have been engag'd with us in this War, being by Trea-^ 

* ties entitled to have their fcverai Incereds fecur*d at & i^ 

* Peace, I willmot only do my utmolt to procure every ^ 
^ one of them all reafonabie Satisfadiion, but I fhaU alA j 

* unite with them in the (hrideil Engagements for coiH^ 
' tinuing the Alliance, in order to render the Genetafnij 

* Peace fecure and lafting.'* And in her Mefftge of tiw ■ 
17th of January following^ her Majef^y^ga'm ezprefiet 
the Care (he intended to take of all her Allies, and chol 
firi£l Union in which (he propofed to ioln with tbeit^ 
By thefe Declarations it appears, her Maiefty's own Rc^ 
lution was to unite with the Allies in the flri^eft Engagetf 
inents. But her Minifters bad taken upon them, in tl^'i 
private Proportions fent over by Mr. Prior, to in fert ao^ 
Article, That the Secret Jbould be inrielayiy kept hetwem 
England and France, till aUow*d to he diyulg*d by the Om' , 
ftttt of both Parties, And altho* France had offerM to tittt 
with England and Hei(l!andy either feparately or )ouitlyy 
with the reft of the Allies, at the Choice of England \i 
the Qiieen't Minifters excluded the Allies, and in the Con*^ 
ference held with Monfieur Mefnager^ *they are much fia- 
priz'd to find that he had Orders to infift that the Qtieea 
(hould enter into particular Engagements, upon divers 
Articles, which depend not upon her, and which regard 
the Intereft of the Allies ; and they iniifted, .that k was 
abiblutely necefTary to remit the Difcuflion of the parti- 
cular Interefts of the Allies to General Conferences. And 
when Mr. Sit. John was prefllng Monfieur de T^^ (0 
give theiB £bmt Explications of what was de(ignM 6f . 
the Allies, he afTures him, If the Kin^ would offer a fl^n 4 
Specifick Preliminaries^ the Qmen m!L never comnmmcMte it fi 
her AUies. , And upon another Occafion he declares, lUt 
Negociation was begun and carry'd on upon a Sufpofition^ tb^ 
the i^uetn muft defift frtm mastf Conditions^ which in isgwt 
fhe was obliged to procure for her Aiies. 

In the MefTage of January 17^ the Qsieen declares, fi» 
Plenipotentiaries had begun, in purfuan6e of their Ia* 
flri]£tions, to concert the moll proper Ways of procnriog t 
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fjSi Satisf»£lion to all in AUianc| with her, according to 
their Treaties, and particularly with Relation to Sftun 
and the /niies. And her Ma jelly had Aid before^ in-An- 
fwer to an Addrefs from the Houfe of Lords, prefented 
D^ember xi, 171 1^ / JhouJd he firry any one could think I 
would not do my utmofi to recover Spain and the Indies from 
tht Houfe of Bourbon. The Committee cannot doubt buc 
her Maielly was determin'd to recover Spain from the 
Houfe of Bourbon : But that her Minifters had no fuch 
Thoughts, and did not in the lead endeavour if, appears 
in tvtry Part of the Negotiation. In the firft Propoi»- 
tions fent over by Mr. Wer, Demands are made of the 
King of firance^ to be performed by the Xing of Spain^ 
which the Xing of f ranee was to engage for. And as ap- 
pears by an Entry in Lord Straford'% Book, Mr. Frior had 
<)rders to fee if they had full Powers from Spain. In the 
fpecial Preliminaries, fign*d by the Eurl of Dartmmth and * 
Mr. St.fohn^ it is faid exprefly, The King fromifes in tin 
Name of the King of Spain his Grandfon^ and according to tht 
^werr which his Majefly has receiy*d from that Wnce^ that 
Port Mahon, and Gibraltar JhaU remain to the EnglKh. 
Thefe Steps had been taken by the Qpecn's Miniften, even 
before her Majefty had made thefe Declaratfons ; which 
the Committee cannot therefore but conclude, that her 
Majefty was not inform*d of. And altho* the Qiieen's Ple- 
nipotentiaries were obliged by their Inftru£lions to iniift, 
that Spain and the Wefi- Indies {hould not be allotted to any 
Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon ; when the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of France^ February xi, x7ii'X2, gave in their 
Specifick Explanation of the General Preliminaries, Agn'd 
by Monf. Mefnager^ the King of France made his firft Of- 
fers in the N<tme, and by Virtue of Powers from his 
Grandfbne King £f;t/f^, as Xing of Sfain^ Mar, 4, i7ix-X2. 
At a Meeting of the Minifters of the Allies at Utrecht^ 
Count Zinzendorf iniifted, that the Reftitiuion of the 
whole Sfanijh Monarchy (hould be exprefly mentioned. 
Upon which Occafion, it appears, by a Letter from the 
EngUfh Minifl^rs, March 6, That they were the only Mi- 
nifters that did not make any Mention at all of Sfain^ 
and that they were fenflble of the difadvantageous Coiife- 
joences of doing fo.* All the Attempt that the Qpeen's 
l^inifters ever made towards obtaining this great Point, 
Krhicb her Maiefiy declares ihe (hould be forry any one 
»)uld think fht did. not do her utmofl to procure, was to 
iemandf Adurances that the Crowns of Ftanto and SfatM 
bould never be anited.

In thii Declaration, her Majefty is advised by ber H 
nifters, in Order to clear them from the jaft Suf|)icia< 
which all the World had conceived of the ftpararc Ma 
fures they were engag'd inj not only to declaVe there luj 
not been the leaft Cc^our giwrl for nich Jeal#ufie^, but i 
brand all that entertain ch6ft ApprebenliOni, with tl 
Character of Men of Evil Inoli^iations, that had tl 
worft Deffgns to ferve. But that rooft juft Cwfe huth bei 
given for thefe Reports, is ftrfliciently evident, from wta 
was juft now obfervM.

Occafiohs, given lignal Proofs both of his Affe£tion and 
Love for his Country, and of his perfonal Bravery and 
Courage, particularly at the Qat^le of landiity where he 
wa^ M^ounded and taX^nPHfoneri^ and that the late King 
WiHiitm ^as extremely (Utisty'd with his Grace's gallant 
Behaviour. That his Grace had generoufly expended 
the beft P^rt of his Eilate in the Wars, living in a 
moil noble and fplendld Manner, for the 'Honour of 
his Coantry : That therefore, in Oiniideration both of 
hi» great Services, and his illuflrious Relations, if he 
had -of- late been lb unfortunate as to fail in any Part 
of hist}ondu£t, they 6ught not to proceed againft him 
with the^ uf moil Rigour of the Law 9 the rather, be- 
caufe h'f^'eVeir meant well, and was drawn into ill Mea-

«o by the Houfe, by a Majority of 2-47 Votes againft 127* 
Mr. Auditor Harley endeavour'd to iuilify his Brother ; 
Firfty By urging that he ever adled by the late Qjieen's 
pofitive Commands ; to prove whicli, he olTcr'd to pro- 
duce two Letters from Her Majefty \ and idi^^ The Ne-

fKbps of Munfier and ^Conftanct^ and other 'l>r{nces and 
Pbwen^ being' invited by the faid Graind Alliance, and

And Whereas it pleasM Almighty 6od to grant to the 
COnfedetate Arms, ander the tiwnmtn^ of their great 
ftnd vf£ldrioasOeneral the Duke of Maflh&rmghy fach on- 
f»aralleird SCiocefles, as exoe^ed even their own Hopes and 
Fears of the Enemy ; and by the many f^nal Viaorics 
of Sthtlhnh^^ ii9€hfitJt^ AiUtnarde^ ^ and R^muUm^ as 
well as by the Conqoeftsof the Eleaorateaof Bityktia and 
Cohgn^ andth^Reduaion of the Sfatdfi NithetUndij and 
many tKher great Advantages both by Sea and Land ; and 
by the Wif<!bm and Unanimity of their Coanftls, the 
Glory of the Confederate' Arms, and the Reputation of

iier Allies, renewM their Re foiutioiis to continue and pafli

%nd ^as her Majelly, in her Speech from the Throne, on

leavoiurs of the Enemy, during the faid Negociath)n?^ ta 
imufe^uid create Jealouiies among the Alhet, declar'^ her

of all their Vi£lories, in a fpeedy, jnft, honoonble, axk 
lading Pe^ce ; and on the other Hand, nothing timt ie£ 
to raife the Hopes of the Enemy, whereby' to defeat thai 
happy Profpe£t, but the Succels of their fecret EndeaTOtt: 
to difunite the Confederacy. 

And whereas Rohtrt Earl of Oxf^d and llaHi Mt tiu m r 
with other evil-minded Perfons, Enemies to the true b 
tere f!j of their own Cbuntry, as well at to the common 
Liberties and Welfare of Ettroft^ having by many wicked 
Arts, and bafe Infinuations, obtained Accefs to her late Ma- 
jelly Queen Ann9y and in or about the Months of Jwi^ oi

Places of the higheft Tmft ; and to make Way for theii 
wicked Enterpri^s, did, by their evil GotmTel and Ad-

Propo/itionS) tho' her M^jefly was prevail'd on by tin 
falfe Counfels of the faid RoUrt Earl of Oxford and Gul 
T^rtimefj and ethers, to receive as a fuflictent Foondacial 
for a Treaty of a General Pejce, and as fuch, to comia 
nicate them to the Grand Pen/ionary, and the Miniftl 
of HoUdndj her Majefty however was gracionfly pkas^ 
at the fame Time, to declare to them her Pkafiire by I 
Secretary of State, that being refolv'd in making Peai

St* Jolntj Efq; two of her Majefty's Principal Secretaries 
jof State, in Behalf if her late Majefty, .by Virtue only, 
of her Majefty*s Sign Manual under the Signet, and with- 
out the leafl itnowledge and Parricipatio'ii of the Allies; 
In which Treaty the immediate Interefts even of Great 
^fitain are given up to france^ and the Duke of Apjm is 
admitted to be King of tfain^ an exprefs Stipulation being 
therein made with the Sieur. Mefnagery in ^he Name, and 
(as is therein sflledg'd) purfuant to Powers from King 
J*i% as King of Spain. Whereby he the faid Hohert Earl 
i^f Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ jdid not only alfume xH 
himfelf Regal Power, in taking upon him to meet and 
treat with the Enemy, without any Authority or Power 
from her Majefty ; but did what in him lay to fubverC 
the ancient and eftabilDiM Conftitution of the Govern- 
ment of thefe Kingdoms, by introducinjg illegal and dan-^ 
gerous Methods of tranfadling the rodft important Affairs* 
of the State ; and by which private and feparate Treaty* 
^e the faid A«(er» Earl of Oxford and Earl Mmimer^ did 
^hat in him lay to dilTolve and cancel, the many (blemn 
Treaties herMa|efty then flood engaged in, to her good 
and ancient Allies; and whereby, her Majefty, evem be- 
fore any Thing was finally fettled for the Safety and Ad- 
Vantage of her Kingdoms, Was brought to this- fatal 
I^ilemma ; either to fubmit to the Didlates of Frante in 
"the Progrefs of the faid Negociation, or fo notorious m 
weach of national Faith being divulg*d by the Enemy,, 
^I'om thence to lofe all. future Confidence of heir good

under her Majefly, contrive aftd advife the preparing and 
foning a Set of General Prelkninaries^ entitled, fre^ 
iMfj Articta M tht Tan •f France^ lo ivm to k Gnfft^ 
JPtdci ; and that the fame (hoold be £gn*d by the Sieor 
Hfftulgtronly. And the fame being €o prepar'd and 
fign'd by the faid Sienr Mefnagtr^ht the faid Mun Earl 
of Oxfmd and Earl Monimer did«1contrary to his Dutf 
and Trad, impioufly advife her (acted Majefty, ttat the 
fame (hoald be, and accordingly they were receiv'd by ber 
Mi^y, and conimunicated to theMinifiersof the AUi^ 
then redding in EngUnd^ at the Ground of a g/eneral ]l^ 
gociation of Peat:e, and as 'if the fame were the onlf 
Tranfii£tions that had b^n on this Sublet between Gnd 
. Mffitmm and Frdtttt. And to this End, the private Treat/, 
fignM at afbrefaid liy the Earl of Danmm^h and Mr. 5^ 
fihm on the Part of Ei^Undy and by the faid 3iear Mifi^

fal Kegociation of Peace again qn Foot, and of the An* 
iWer which it wan defir'd might l)e return'd to the Pfopo* 
fitions fign'd by Monf. di Twrty; her Maiefty did'ioniedh 
ately ac<piainc the Enemy, tlji^t their Offers were thoBgi>t 
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by her and by the States-General neither particular nor 
fiill enobgh : And therelbre that her Majefty did infift^ 
that chey ihould form a diftind: Proje^ of fuch a P^iOe 
ai they w^re willing to conclude. Whereas no fuch Ii^ 
&ncet bad been made to the Enemy on her Ma^ftj^ 
'^halF; . but On the contrary, notwitbftanding her Maje* 
fijr had declar*d that the Proportions of Monfkur it Tof^

particular nor full enough ; yet without any further txr 
plication from the Unemyi her Majefty wa« prevair4 OiH

ScttOoftrances to the Earl of Snaford and opening the 
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Conferences upon the faid ^Fropofitions, did fend over 
Mohfienr Bnyt their Ambi(&dofy to reprefent to her Ma- 
}<fty, as well the Hazard of meeting the Miniften oif 
Fruscf before the effential Articles were firft fettled by 
fpecial Preliminariesi or at leaft ^xplain'd by J^^nce^ tod 
snade Specifick ; as likewife the Advantages to the Ene* 
toy, who being bat oi^e Bodf) were influenced by one 
Cduncil, and diredled by one Power; whereas the Conft!- 
derates confided of feveral Poweii, whofe Ihtereffs aie 
libt only difiin£(, but in many Cafes contrary to eich 
other, whereby the Trtnch would have a fair Opportanity 
to divide the Allies, when it wodd be impoflible for 
them to break in upon france \ ^d further to reprefenti 
that the Propoiitions themfelves were inT fonie Ihf&nces 
yery prejudicial, particularly in the Articles of Con- 
siierce, Dmakirk^ and the Union of the Crowns of frMm 
and sfain. All which Reprefentationg of th% faid Mbn- 
iieur Bujfs^ by the evil Influence of hini the fkid Sibdt

*der^d ineffedlual ; but in order to preva^il upon the siutes. 
General 1 to opeii the ' Conferences upon the faid Genera] 

: Preliminaries, by the Management and Contrivance of 
him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mmimer^ 
mild others, an Occafion was taken to declare to Moniieor 
Bujfi, at a Committee of Council in her Majefty's Name, 
her confiant AfFeflion and good Difpofition to their Snte, 
mild to the*promot^g their Intereft, and to treat with 
their High Mightinefles with a perftdl Confidence ind 
Harmony: And at the fame Time he the faid Rtkrt 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ did then falfly and 
malicioU/Iy declare, or was priVy to advifing and coo- 
fencing, that it Ihould be, and fo it was declared, in ber 
Majefty's Name, that flie had made no Separate Treaty 
with france, nor ever would make any, before (he bad 
fully comply'd with all Engagements to her Allies, and 
that each of them ihould have Opportunity to make good 
their Preteniions.

Fr4aa bad b«H 
before that Time concluded and /igii*d; but their High 

-Mightinefles, the good Friends and Ancient Allies of 
her Majefty, were grofly abus'd and thereby iridoc'd » 
enter into a Negotiation with France^ fo' dangerous in it 
fclfi and fo faial in «s Confcquences* 
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Art, V, Thar htjt facred Majefty Queen 4nnf having in 
due Form of Law, and under her.Grtar Seal^ confiiruced 
the Right Reverend /^pfai Lord Bilhop of Bff/?o/, and the Earl 
0^ Strafoti^ her PUnipqcentiarieS) with full Powers to 
meet, trear, and conclude with the Plenipotentiaries of 
the Confederates, and thofe whom the Ttifttch King fliaU 
on his Part depute for that Purppre, the Conditions of a 
good and general Peace, thajt (hall be fafe, honourable, 
and, as far as is pqiliblei agreeable to the reafonable De- 
mands of all Parties j he the Aid l^obm Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer^ not contenting himfelf to abufe the 
Royal Authority, to the Dejufiou of the Sutes-Oeneral, 
th^ neareft Allies qf the jQpeen, but intending the Uni- 
verfa) Prejudice of his Imperial Ma)efty, and all the Al*

we inftrudled to the Effedl following, r/as. < If it dull be 
^ thought proper to begin by the Difpoiition of the Sfanijb

^ fonable Satisfa£lion which the Allies ex pefl^ and wkich 
^ bis rood Cliripian Majefty has promis'd, cannot be ob-

Jitid VL That the Conferences of Peace being open'd bc^ I 
tween the Picnipotentiaries of the Allies, and thofe of 
the EMemy, for the negotiating a General Peace npon the 
notualiiid nioft {bl#tnn Engagements amongfi the Allies, 
not only to adb in perfefk Confidence with each other, 
bttc to promote thcfir Common' Intereft, and to obtain 
ftpm thf Eneivyali juft and reafonable Sratisfa6lion ; and 
a Specifkk Bx{4anation of the General Preliminaries hi- 
ving been given in by the Enemy at Utrecht^ whereon 
the AUiet dtiirered thetr- refpefUve Deipands ; by the Ar- 
tifices of Jfr^re, and the fecrec. Encouragement and Coa- 
ciurrence of the Minillen of Gremt Britmn^ the Progieft 
of the faid.

well'knew, that a ^iemorial hid been, during the faid fe« 
pmtt Negotiation^ traniinitted byM. deJeircy^ Secretary 
of StSnte and Minifter to tfie French King, to one of her Mi* 
^%*t ' Principal Secretiriet of State, whereby it wu de- 
clared, chat the £ad Renunciation would be null and in* 
valid by the fundan^ental Laws of France \ which Laws 
9ttrk .looked upon as the Work of Him who had efta- 
blilh all Mbnarphies, and which He only oon'd aboliih ;

An> VIIL That htr late Ma|efiy Qpeen Amif having qp 
the 7th Day of Dtcemher^ in the Year of* oar Lord 171 1^ 
earneftly' recommended it fronfi the Throne, That |>ro- 
viiion might be made for an early Campaign, ip order 
to carry on the War with Vigour, and as the heft Way 
to render the Treaty of Peace effcH^lual ; • in order to 
which, raft Supplies were granted, and Magazines pro- 
vided at a great Expence for an early Campaign ; and in 
purfuance thereof, her Majefty having fent her Generals 
LtunUy and Cf4/c^*4«, to give early AfTurances to her Al- 
lies of her fincere Intentions, and ]if[ewife earprefly ii|- 
ftro^ed her General, the Duke Qf Ormwdy not oi^y tq 
renew the fame Affurances, and dteclare her Aefblutions 
of puihing on the War with the utmoft Vigour, bat to 
concert with the Generals of the Allies the proper Biea- 
fUres for entring on Adlion; and the Confederate Army, 
which at that Time was the iineft and- llrongeft that bad 
heen in the Service during the whole Courfe of the War, 
and provided with ail NecefHiries to a^ with Vigour, ha-» 
vtng marchM, according to the Refolotion taken in Qm- 
cenrt with hto Ma)cfty's General, almoft up to the Enemy, 
whh a great Superiority both as to the Number and'c^xid- 
nefs of Troops, and animated With a nobfe Courage; an4 
Zeal to acquit them^lves hrayely ^ fo that iA all human 
Appearance, and with the divine Afliftance^ which had 
appeared fo viiibly for them, on many other Occafions, 
they woyld have beeii able, eithef" hy Bittle or Siege, to 
have gained great Advantages ovpr the Enemy, to haye 
bettered the Affairs qf Allies, and to have fatilirated the 
Negociations of Peace : And thfe Minivers of France ha- 
ving frequently ind earneftly reprefen ted to the faid ito- 
^er^ Earl of Oxfird and Earl MoHtnwt^ and other his Ac- 
complices, during their fccret Negociations, their juft-Ap- 
prehenliohs from the Bravery and good Pifpofition of the 
confederate Army ; he the faid Rohirt Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimerj being truly informed of the fur> Profpe^l 
which, by the Bleiling of God, the Army of the Confe- 
derates then bad, of gaining new Conquefts over the Ar; 
my of i^4«pfj^ vni wheicby thty would have been ena^ 
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bled to have forced Terms of Peace, fafe, honourable, and 
lading ; in order to disappoint thofe comfortable fixpe- 
Nations of the Allies, Itod to give Succefs to his fecret * 
Kegociations with the Minifters of France^ was privy to, 
con&ntingy and advifing, together with other faife and 
evil Connfellori, and together with them*did advife and 
confent, that an Order ihould be fent, in her Majefty't 
Name, to the Duke of Ormond in FUndersy to avoid enga- 
ging in any ^iege, or hazarding a Battle, fill further Or* 
dess ; altho' nothing had then been fettled in the faid pri* 
vate Negociations for the Intereft and Security of Gnat

do all that in him lay to diflblve the whole Confederacy, 
he the faid Rnhert Bail of O^^d and Earl Mortimer^ with 
othen, was privy, to, and did confent and advife, tha^ 
Orders ih6uld be^ fent to the BiChop of Brifleiy one of her 
Ma)efly's Plenipotentitties then at Utttchty to take the firl! 
folemn Opportunity to declare to the Dutch Miniilers, that 
}ier MajeAy look'd on her felf firbm their Condudt to be 
then under no Obligation whacfoever to the«n : Vhich 
two Declarations giving juft Alarm to all the Allies, they 
reprefented to the Bi(bop of M>?«/ their general DilTitif- 
faflion^ and the unexpr^ble Conftern^tioii they. were alt 
in \ th^t thefe Proceedings Were the unavoidable Ruin of 
Europe: They urged Religion, Liberty, and the Faith of 
Treaties, to (hew the Enormity of this Ufage; arid the 
States exprelTed their Uneafinefs on no Account fo much, 
as that they could not come to the Knowledge of their own 
Lot. Which Heprefentation the Bifliop of Brifiol did, ac 
the Inilance of the Allies, fignify to one of her Majefty's 
principal Secretaries of State; but their High Mighti- 
nefles finding that all Applications to the Mtnifters of 
Great Britain, and in particular to the faid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortknet^ were of no Avail againft Frdnce^ 
and for the Inteveft of the common Caufe, thought it tie- 
ceiltry, in a Mfinner the moft moving and refpedlful, to 
addrefs direftly to her ^a}efty by a Letter of the fth of 
June^ 171^9 therein eitpreiHng their great Surprize and 
AfHi£lion at the two Declarations afore-menrioned ; and 
finding it difficult to conceive how fuch Declarations, fo 
prejudicial to the common Caufe, given fo fuddenly with- 
out their Knowledge, and undoubtedly too without the 
... • Knowledge 
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Knowledge of the other Allies, coald agree and oon£!b 
wich the Nature of an Aiiiaitice, and with thdfe A^- 
*rances and Engagements berMaieftyhad fb lately made, 
and not knowing how to reconeile it witbr the great 
Goodneis and Kindnefs which her Ma|efiy had al«fajrs ho- 
noured them with, and not being able to coAceiT« how 
fuch a fudden Change coald happen with refpcQ; to them, 
having carefslly examined their own Condof!:, atld find- 
ing nothing therein that coald have given Grotmd to be^ 
Majfefty*s DiiTacisfa^ion : And having repreftnted the vC- 
iible and ioimediate. fatal X}onfeqiiefnces of the fUd two 
Orders, not only to the common Intere^ of her Ma)efty 
and the Sc^ces^ but to the whc^ ConfedeHcy, and to tlje . 
Prote^«»t jleligion ;* they befttched her Ma)ehy, with aff 
tl^ Refpedl, and all the Earnefinefs they welre capable of, 
:that (he would not perfift in the Declarations nl^ade by the 
Bifhop of Bri/io/f-and would be plealVd to revoke the Or-, 
ders given to the Duke of Ormnd^ and would authoriae* 
him to adl according to Occurenco, and as the Exigency 
of the War, and the Advaiieement of the common Cati4 
ihould require. Not withftandfi^ which, hefthe fkidlU- 
hert Earl of OxfwhL and Eari M^timefy being acquainted 
with the faid Reprefentatiofnt of the Staftes, was not dttl/ 
wanting in his Doty to her Msjefty, and to his Oath, and 
' the great Truft rep^d in hlnH, in not advifing, as h'6 
ought to have done, her faered Majdly to have hearkenM 
to the fnid fev^ral Inftances made to her ; but periillifig in 
his defperate and defiro^klve Mettfures, for the Adrance- 
mcnt of the Ineereft of the '^common Enetnjr^ did afHr- 
wards advife her Majefly tc dUregard and re|e^ the lame, 
and did countenance^ 'eoooaHge, adVift, and promote'^ 
faid private, feparate, and wicked Negociations with 
France^ without any Paiticipation of the Allies, contrary 
t»^. all her Majffiy's EngagemeDis, and to the apparent 
Ruin of the common Caufe. By which lei^ral wicfced 
and perfidious Couufels, the Prpgrefs of the ridorioas 
Arms of the Confederates was flopped^ and an Oppofto* 
nity loft of conquering the Enemy, the m^H farourablei 
in' the Opinion of all the General Ofiiceft and the Qtiar* 
ter- Matters of the Allies, wh<^were fent oat to vtewtfa^ 
French Camp ; ,^nd whercbyall Boipes of Conffideifc** bf- 
tween her M^jefty and her Allies was entirely'de(lroyM| 
and the French King made abfokite Mifler of the Negacii<* 
tions of Peace, and the Affairs of £iir«pt gireil into hit 
Han*: * ' 
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Jn^ IX« That to ifufefeupon the AUiet the fatal Hf- 
c^Si^jr of fubmitting to the IVerint of A«jir#^ and^ in 
order cberetOy to leav^ the whole Confederate Army at 
the Mercy qf the GOOiiDon Enemy, he the Ikfd ^•htn 
"ijaX of Oxfcfd^n^ Earl iMtrifawr, was privy and oonftnt* 
log to A-fecret and feparate Concert with the Minifiers of .

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Art. X. That in forther Execution of his perniciov 
Deiignt, to conplett the Deftrd6li6h of the common 
CaoPr of Bmfts and to render it impra6ltcri^ for her 
Ifajefty to refune the War agatnft Fr4Me^ ^n Con|andion 
with her Allief| or to recover the Union with her Mt- 
. jefty'i old ftnd fdithfbl Alliat, f^ neceflary to tbei>refer- 
vation of thefe Kingdoms, hf the faid Robert E^lof 
Oxfwd and Earl Mwtimtf^ then Lord High Treaforer of 
^tat BritmUy did carry on* and ooncwc with the Miniilen 
of Srsncey a prlrate and f^parate Hegpciadon for a ge- 
neral Sofpenfion by Sea and Lfand, between Grest Brkan 
and Frsnc* ; and to that End, among others, did adviie 
her Maiefiy to fend over Henry VifcoQlnt BeUngbroJ^e^ ooc 
of her principal Secretaries c^ State, to the Cbnrc of 
Franfej with Powers ya fettle the faid Safpenfion. In par* 
foance of which, a deilrudlive Treaty of Sufpenfioa was 
made in Frmtce on therX9th of Angufi^ N:S. I712, by 
the faid HMiry Vifcouijt BoUngkrgke^ on the Pare of her 
iaidMii)efty, for four Months, without the Knowledge or 
any Participation of the Allies, and before any Terms of 
Peace ware fotled with the Enemy^ either for Great 
Britdin or the Allies. By which evil Cooniels, the ex- 
prefs Terms of &veral of the afore* mention^ Treaties 
were expreily contravened and broken, the good Friends 
and ancient Allies of her M^jefty and thefe Kingdoms, 
were totally deprived* of the )uft AiHftance to which they 
were thereby entitled, and were left exposed to the Infohs 
of the common Enemy ; and the fadred Ties of Union 
and Friend£hip bet^vreen her Ma)efty and her Allies being 
aic afimder, her Majefiy's Perfon and Government, the 
Safety of her Kingdoms, and the Proteftant Succeffion to 
the Crown of thefie Realms, were left expos'd to the En- 
terprtzes of her moit formidable Enemy. 

Art. XI. That whereas the Staces General of the Uaited 
Tro-iinces were, in or about the Months of Seftemher or 
OSlober^ in the Year of our Lx3rd 171 1| in Poifeffion of 
the ftrong and important Town and Fortrefs of Tmrngy: 
And whereas the Vrencb King had, during the Courfe of 
the faid privare, feparate, and traiteroMs If^egociation, be> 
t>yeen him. the iaid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mirti^ 
mer^ and others, and the Miniilers of IrMte^ fignify'd 
his Confent to the Minifters of Great Britain^ that the 
faid Town and Fortrefs of Toutnay fhoold remain to the 
faid States General as Part of their Barrier : And whereas 
her Majefly^ in* her Inflru£tions of December, the 23d, 171x1 
to her Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht^ had expreily direded 

tbeqi 
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them to infift with the Plenipotentiaries of Frsnce^ in the 
^e^e^ Congrefs, that towards forming a fufiicient Q^r- 
^ier for t^e States General, Touruay *ihould remain to their 
High Mightinefles ; and did afterwards declare herfclf 
CQnforniably the^tinnto, in bet Speech to both Hodfes of 
Pariiamei^t, on the 6th of /mtt 171 2, in which ihe com- 
antmicAted co them the Terms whereon a Peace might be 
inade^ And wheifeas for feVeral Years before, and till the 
iaid Months of Stftembir and OCiober^ in the Year 0/ our 
Lord 171X9 there was open War between her la*te Majelt/ 
and the French King, and the faid War contipuing for all 
the faid Time, and afterwshrds, th^ faid Trench King and 
hit Sabjed^s'were Enemies to her Ma|e(ty ; he the faid 
^bert Earl of Oxftird and Earl Mortimer^ then Lord High 
Treaihrer of Great Britain^ and a Subje^ of her Majedy's, 
nor coniidering the Duty of hii All^gianc^ but having 
altc^ether withdrawn the cordial Love, and true and due 
Obedience, which tvtry true and faithful Subjedl ow'd to 
her iaid Majeily, and defigning to give Aid and Succoqr, 
and to adhere to the faid French King, did, in or about 
the Months of Sefumher orO^ober^ 171 2) during the fiiid 
War, faJily, malicioufly, wickedly^ and traiteroufly aid, 
help, aiiift, and adhere to the French King, then -an Ene- 
my to her late Majefty ; and in the Execution and Per- 
foroiance of his {aid aiding, ailifling, and adhering, 
inalicioufly, falily, and traiteroufly ^id cdUnfel and ad- 
vift the faid Enemy, in what' Manner, . and by what 
Methods the faid important Town and Fortrefs of Toiir. 
aurx, then in PofTefHon cf the States General, might be 
gained from them to the French King, contrary to the 
Duty of his Allegiance, and the Laws and Statutes of this 
Healm. 

Jirt XIL That whereas her late Majefly Queen ^nne^ 
not only in Purfhance of the Treaties £he flood engag'd 
in to her good Allies^ and in p^irtricular to his Imperial 
Ma^edy, for the Recovery of the Monarchy of Sfmin td 
the Houfe of Aufiria^ thereby to preferve a due Ballance 
of Pov^er in Europe^ but alfo from her juft Refentment 
againft the Duke of Anjeuj who then ilil'd himfelf King 
of Spawj and who, in de^ance of her Maiefly's Title to 
^he Crown, had acknowledged the Pretender as King of 
Cr§ai BrUain ; and on thefe jud Foundations, her Ma- 
jefiy had, in Vindication of the Honour of the Crown, 
and in Jufiice to her People, at a vail Expence of Blood 
mnd Treafure, and on the earned and repeated Advices of 
her P«rliament| proi<ra^tcd a vigorous ^dt againfl the

• Grand Alliance, and contrary to her ]Vf^)efty's frequent 
Declarations from the Throne, and her plain and full In- 
lhru6lioiis to her Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht^ for obtaining 
his juft and reafonable Satisfaflion ; and whereby K^itio- 
aal Faith, and the Honour of the Crown, was vilely U^ 
tray'd, and the Naval Power of thefe Kingdoms, and the 
Supplies granted by Parliament for reducing the Common 
Enemy, were perfidioufly empl6y*d againft the great and 
faithful Ally of this Kingdom. 

^rt.XV. That whereas the Dignity and Support of 
the Imperial Crown of thefe Realms has in all Ages great- 
ly depended on the Wifdom and Truth of the Coromoni- 
cations made from the Thrbne, efpecially in Parliament, 
as the fure and only Means whereby the Kings and Queens 
of this Realm can receive the fincere and faithful Advice 
€>f their People, in Matters of the higheft Importance, 
and which, by the fundamental Laws and Conftitution of 
this Government, ought to be inviolably o*bferv'd, as the 
lacred Band of the Duty and A£Fe(aion of Subjedls to their 
Sovereign. And whereas by the moft antient known 
Laws of this Kingdom, it is indifpenfably incumbent on 
the Great Officers of State that furround the Throne, to 
maintain, as far as in theiA lies, the Sacrednefs of the 
Royal Word on all Occafions; it being moft apparent, that 
the greateft Diftionour to the Throne, ahd the greateft 
Pangfr to thefe Kingdoms, muft inevitably enfue, when- 
ever 
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ever that Fountain of Truth, by wicked Counfclt^ (hall 
be in any Degree cbrrupted^ and thereby lo(« its |u(l In- 
fluence, and neceflary Authoirity, And whereas the Pow- 
er of making Peace and y^at, one of the ancietit undoubt- 
ed,, and moft important Prerogatives of the Crown, has 
been always exe^cis'd by the Sovereigns of thefc Realms^ 
with the ilridleft Regard to the Honour of the Crown, 
and the Welfare of the People^ and fojr that End thty have 
in great Wifdom in all Ages, taken th^ Advice of Parlia- 
inenc on fuch weighty Qccaiions* And whereas her latd 
Majeily Qiieen ^nnt declared from the Throne her eraciout 
Intentions to commuiiicate the Terms of Peace to her Par^a 
liament, ibr their deliberate and fe^rioos Advice therein, 
wifely forefeeing, that the Safer y of he* PWfon and Go^ 
vernroent, of the Protefiant Succeilion to the Crown^ 
which flie had neareft her Hearty and of the Proteftanc 
Religion, and of the Liberties of Eur$f€y did inevitably 
depend otk the happy Concluiion of the faid Negociations : 
He the faid Rol^t Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimtr^ tbeii 
Lord High ^reafurer of Great. Britain'^ having taken oiv 
himfelf, throughout the faid Negooiatidns, a moft arbi- 
trary and unwarrantable Authority, and the chief Oi- 
redlion and Influence in her Ma)eAy*s Councils ; and mofl 
wicJjedly defigning to proftitUte the Honour of the Crown^ 
and the Dignity of Parliaments^ and not only totally td 
deprive her Ma|efty of the wholefome and neceiEtry Ad-^ 
vice of her Parliament in fo great a Conjunilure, but hf 
mifreprefenting the mofteflential Parti of the Negocia- 
tions of Peace, to obtain the Sanation of Parliament tc^ 
his traiterous Proceedings, and thereby fatally to deceive 
her Majefty, her Allies, her Pafrliament, and her People ^ 
he the faid Ro&er/ Earl of Oxfori and Earl Mottmer^ was> 
not only wanting in the Dlfcharge of , that Duty to his 
Sovereign which became his high Station, by not advi* 
fing againft, and as far as iii him iay^ in ail Events, by 
hoc preventing even any Intimation from the Throne td 
the Parliament, which was not conformable td the exa^ 
eft Truth and Impartiality; bat taking Advantage of 
his ready Accefs to her Majefty;, and his exorbitant f n- 
fiu^nqe in her Councils, did prepare^ form^ add concert,' 
together with other falfe and evil Couareilors^ feveral 
Speeches and Declarations tti be nude by her Majefty front 
t^e Throne to her Parliament,, on the Subjedl of the fkid 
Negociations of Peace,* and did stdvife her Majefty to mak^ 
the r^me to her Parliaments And particHlstrly, by Meant 
flf his falfe and evil CoUn(^lS| hu Ma;efty did^ among 
T i • other 
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other Things, on the fevcnth of December 1711, decTiie 
from the Throne in thcfe Words, or to the Eflfedl follow- 
ing : That ntwiihftandlng the Jrts ef thofe who delight in 
Ifiif , heth FUee dnd Tme are appointed fer opening the Treaty 
ef a General Peace. Out AUies^ efpeciailj the States-Genaral^ 
whofe Interefi 2 Ipok npon at infeparahle from my owtty hsre iy 
their ready Cmunrrence^ exfrefs*d their ConfUenee ia me* 
Whereas ic was then notorious to all Europe^ and the faid 
Mebert Earl of Qtefwd and Earl Mort'tmer^ and others his 
Accomplices; well knew that the principal Allies of her 
Majefty, and particularly the States-General^ then had in 
the ilrongeft and mod preffing Manner reprefented, not 
only to*her Maiefty's Minifters in Mlaud^ but afterwards 
by a Minifter of their own dire£Uy to her Majedry^ the 
Insecurity and Danger to the common Caufe^ by sncring 
into general Negoeiations with Fraaee on the Propofitioos 
iign*d by Monf. Mefnager^ and alfb their firm Opinion of 
the fttal Coafequences that might enfue thereon : And 
altho' they had fiill great Apprehenikms concerning the 
Method of opening the Conferences, add the Confequences 
that might happen thereupon ; yet being wrought on by 
the Menaces and other extraordinary Methods ufed with 
then* by her Ma)efty*s Minifters, and relying on the fo- 
lemn AiTilrances and Declarations of her Ma)efty, to fap- 
port the Intereft and Concern of their State, and to a6l in 
perfedl Confidence and Harmony with them ; they did at 
lail, with the greateft Relu^nce, confent to enter upon 
a general Negociation of Peace with France* And in the 
fame Speech her Majefty was prevail'd upon by the evil 
Counfeh of him^ the J^id Robert Earl of Oxfrrd and Earl 
Morttmeir^ and others, to* declare in the Words, and to the 
£i{e£l following : That the Mncef and States which hare 
been engaged with us in this War^ being by Treaties entitled te 
harre their feyeral Interefts featr'd at a Feace ; I will net enhf 
do my utmofi te frecnfe every one of them aU riafonable Satu- 
faShion^ but I flhtil alfo tt>tite with them in the ftriS^efi £a- 
gagements for centimdng the Alliance^ in eirder to render the 
General Feace fecure and lafHng. And in her Meflage of 
Che 17th of fanuary following, her Majefty again expref^ 
les the Care (he intended to take of all her Allies, and the 
ft rid Union in which (he propofed to join with them. 
Wliereas, by the evil Infiuence of him the faid *Rekrt 
Earl of Oxford and fiarl Aiartimer^ her Majcfty was not 
only induced to' enter into a priv.ate Negociation with 
Wrance^ exclufive of her Allies ; but the fame was in like 
Manner carryM oa by him the iaid R^t Earl of Oxford 
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and Earl ifarimtr^ and others. And the Several Interefft 
which the Allies were entitled to by their Treaties, weie 
not 00 ly not ftcured xo them by the Peace, nor any rea- 
ibnable Satisfadion givfcn to them ; but the main Interest 
of her principal Allies, efpecially of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, were, by the wicked Pra£lices of him the £iid Jto- 
hett Earl of Oxftfti and Earl Mortimer^ and others, given 
op to France ^ and no Engagements were obtained for con- 
tinning the Alliance, in order to render the general Peace 
fecare and lading. And her Majefiy having on many 
former Occafions expreifed her Refolocions never to make 
Peace with Franct and ^ain^ €o long as Sfaia and the Wefi^^ 
Indies remainM in the Honfe of Bmrboti^ (he was pre- 
vailed upon, by the Advice of him the faid B9bert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ and others, to declare herfel/^ 
in Anfwer to an AddreA of the Houfe of Peers, the nth 
of December^ 171 1) to the ESc€t following; -ris. I /houJd 
be firry oJiy one ceuld think 1 xtmld wet de my lUmefl te re« 
ttrrer Spain and the Indies frem the Hanfe of Bourbon. 
Whereas it is inoft manifeft, that the leaving the King- 
dom of Sfdin and the Indies in the Houfe of Bwfbon was 
the Foundation of the private and feparate Treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Ffanee^ which had been before 
that Time figned even with her Ma|efty's Confent; and 
tlie fame fundamental Refolution was immutably qbferved 
between them, to the Conclufion of the Peace* And her 
Majefty having frequently declared from the Throne, that 
her Refblutions in entring into the faid Negociations were 
to obtain a general, good, and lafting Peace; and the 
Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht being in(lru6ted to treat with 
Firance conformably to that End, he the laid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ in order to remove the juft 
Suipicions which had been conceived of his private and 
feparate Negociations with France^ did advife her Majelfy 
to make this further Peclaration in her faid Medage, the 
I7tli of Januarf^ thaf the WeirU M mw fee ham grmndlefs 
thoft Ueforts atf^ which baye been ffte^d abroad by Men of 
eyil intentions^ to ferye the wnrfi 'QeJ^nt \ as if a fefarate 
Peace had been treated^ for which there has nqt b$en the leafi 
Colour giyen: Whereas a private and • feparate Negpciat ion 
had been carried on for five Months together between 
Great Britain and France ; and during that Time private 
Propofitions had been fent from Engldndy and a private 
Treaty with a Minifter of France iigned, even by het 
Majefly's Privityi exclufive of all the All.iet, beli>re the 
faid Declaration made by her Ma)e(ly. And private and 
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fcparate Meafares were thenceforth carried on by the laid 
Jioytft Earl of (hcfwd and Earl Mortimer^ and his Accom* 
|4iccs) on Behalf of her Majefty with the Miniflers of 
France^ even to the Conclafion of the Peace with Fraace. 
Her Majefty was fbrthef prevailM on by the wicked Ad- 
vice of him the faid R^btirt Earl of Oxford and Earl Mor* 
timtr^ in her Speech of fwie 6, 17 12, to declare, that to 
prevent the Union of the two Crowns, {he would not be 
content with what ^as fpecolative, but infifted opnn 
fomething foltd : And in the fame Speech to the EfFe& 
following, yi%^ The Nature of the firofofal for a Renuncia- 
tion M fuchj thdt it execittet it felf and France and Spaia 
are thereby more effefhsally dhided than eyer : Whereas the 
Miaiften of ii'tf^zce had before that Time' adured the Mi- 
xiifters of her Maielly, that to accept of the Expedient 
propofed on her Maiefly*s Behalf, would be to build on % 
fandy Foundation ; and that the kendnciation would be 
null and void by the fundamental Laws of Ftance ; and 
that they would deceive tbemfelves, who accepted it as 
an Expedient to prevent the Union of; tne two Crowns. 
And not only in the Particubrs bef6re-'mcntione(J, but in 
many others contained iii the faid feveral Speeches and 
Me(&ges made and fen t to her PaHraynent, even while 
the faid Ntfgociations of Peace widi fV^We were depend- 
ing, the moft effential Points relating to' Peace and Com- 
merce, and which concerned the Intereft as well of the 
Allies as of Great Britattty wer^ gtofly mifreprefented. 
By all which' wicked, treacherous, and unexampled evil 
Councils, he the faid Robert Earl ofdtcford and Earl Mortimtr 
did moil bafely,! ungratefully, and fc;inda1oufIy abufe the 
Favour of his Royal Miftrefs, and \5y means of her Aur 
thority did miilead her Parlia merit into groundleG and 
fatal Refolutions ; and thereby not only prevented the }«ft 
Advice of the Parliament to her Majefty in that critical 
JundtuTe, but obtained the Approbation of Parliament to 
his myfterioQs and dangerous Pr ibices; and did not onjy 
deprive. her Majefty of the Conflc\ence and Affe<Sioa of 
her AUiesj'but expofed her Mijefty and heir People tp the 
Contempt of the common En»my. 

Art. XVI. That whrre<s the faid Robert Earl of Oxf^ 
and Earl Mortimer^ having on ali Occafipns uftd his nt- 
moft Endeavours to Aibvert the ancient eftiblilhed Conlli* 
tutiou of Parliament?, the great and ojiJy Security of the 
Prerogative of the Crown, and of the Rights, Liberties, 
and Properties /Of the People; and being moft Wickedly 
determined at.6ne faul Blow, as far as in him lay, to 
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leftroy the Freedom and Independency of the Houfe of 
U}rds, the great Ornamenc and neared Support of the Iin^ 
)eria] Crown of thefe Realms, and Uldy intending to dif*- 
^ife his mifchievous Purpofes under a pretended Zeal for 
he Prerogative of the Crown j he the faid Robert Eirl of 
hford ind Earl Mortimer^ on or about the Months of D^ 
mber or jAnuarj^ 17*1 > whilft the Houfe of Lords were 
inder an Adjournmenty and had Reafon to expert that oa 
heir next Meeting Matters of the higheft Importance 
vould be conifmunicatcd to them from the Throney they 
laving foroe few Days before given their humble Opinioii 
nd Advice to her Majcfty, That no Peace could be faft 
)r honourable to Qrttit Britain or Europe^ if Sfain and the 
Vefl'Indies were to be allotwd to any Branch of the Houft 
^ Bourbon-^ being then Lord High Treafurer of Gre^i* 
^ain^ and one of her Majefty's Privy Council, and alTu- 
ning to himfelf an arbitrary Diredlion and Controul in 
wr Majefty's Councils, contrary to his Duty and hi« 
5ath, and in Violation of the great Truft repofed in him, 
ind with an immediate Purpofe to render inefFcftual th^ 
many earned Reprefentations of her Majefly's Allies a- 
Sainft the faid Negociations of Peace, as well as to pre- 
i^«nt the good EfFedls of the faid Advice of the Houfe of 
^rds ; and in order to obtain fuch further Refolucions of 
fhat Houfe of Parliament on the important Subjedl of the 
Negociations of Peace, as might fhelter and promote his 
fecret and unwarrantable Proceedings, together with other 
falfe and evil Counfeilors, did advife her Majefty to make 
^nd create twelve Peers of this Realm, and Lords of Par- 
'iament 5 and purfuant to his deftrudlive Counfcls, Letters 
Patents did forthwith pafs, and Writs iflued, whereby 
twelve Peers were made and created : And did likewife 
idvife her Majsfty immediately to call and fummon them 
to Parliament; which being dpne accordingly, they took 
their Seats in the Houfe of Lords on or aboHt the zd of 
January 171X, to which Day the Houfe then ftood ad- 
journed. Wdei'eby the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earj 
Mafrtimer did moft highly abufe the Influence he then had 
with her Majeily, and prevailed on her to exercife, in 
the moft unprecedented and dangerous Manner, that ya* 
loable and undonbted Prerogative, which the WifSom of 
the Laws and the Conftitution of this Kingdom hath en- 
trufted with the Crown for the rewarding fignal Virtue 
and diftinguiflied Merit. By which defperate Advice he 
did hot only, as far as in him lay, deprive her Ma)e(ly of 
the Countenance of thofe feafonable and whoUfomc Coun- 
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fels in thit critical Jundure, but wickedly perverted the 
true and only End of that great and ufeful Prerogative^ 
to the Diflionour of the Crown, and the irreparable Mif- 
chhef to the Conflicution of Parliaments. All whicli 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours, committed and done by him 
Che ft id Earl againft our hre Sovereign Lady the Qparn, 
her Crown and Dignity, the Peace and Intereft of tbii 
Kingdom, and in Breach of the feveral Truils repofed 
in him the faid Earl, and he the r»id Earl of Oxfgrd and 
Earl Mortimer was Lord High Treafurer of Great Britain^ 
and one of her Maiefty's Privy Council during the Time 
that all and every the Crimes before fet forth were done 
and committed. For which Matters and Things, the 
Knights, Citizens, and BurgeflVs of the Houfe of Com- 
mons in parliament aiTembledi do, in the Name of them- 
lelves, and of a)} the Commoni of Great Bfitainj iinpfach 
the faid RoBfrf Earl of Oxford and E^rl Mortimer of High 
Treafbn, and other High Crimes and Mifdemeanours ia 
€he faid Articles contained. And the faid Commons by 
Proteftation f«ving to themfelves the Liberty of exhibi- 
ting, at any Time hereafter, any other Accufations or Im- 
peachments againft the faid Garl, and al(b of replying to 
the Anfwers which the fi|id Robert Earl of Oxford zM 
£arl Mortimer (hall make to the Premifes, or any of tbem^ 
or to any Impeachment or Accufation that ihall be by 
them exhibited* according to the Courfe and Proceedings 
of PArliamcnt, do pray chat t|ie faid Robert Earl of Ox- 
ford ind Earl Afortimer be put to anfwer all* and every the 
Premifes; and chat fuch Proceedings^ Examinations, Trz* 
ills and Judgments may be upon thero^ and every of them 
had and ufed, as {hall be agreeable to Law and Juflice, 
And they do further pray and demand, that the €nd Robtn 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer may be fcqtJeftred from 
Parliament, and forthwith committed to fafe Cufiody. 

Aflbon as the Lord Conntpgshy^ and the Commoners that 
accompanied him, were withdrawn^ a Lord moved, that 
the ConHderation of the Article^ of ImfeachUnent be ad- 
journ'U to the Monday following, and was back'd by feve- 
ral Peers; particularly^ by Dr. Fravcis Atterbnry^ Biihopof 
Rechefier, who urged, < That this Accufation was of & 
i extraordinary a Nature, and fo very important, both in 
* it felf and its Confequences, that the Hoofe ought to 
f proceed on it with the.utmoft Caution and Deliberation.* 
P «c he was fmartly anfWer'd, by a Scotth Duke, who, a- 
Hiong other Thing?, faid, ^ It was well known, thePre- 
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« Ure who ri>oke laft, had, of late, iludy'd more Politicks 

< than Divinity ; and was thoroughly acquainted with the 
^ Sublet Matcer of the Articles, that lay before them ; 
' and therefore did not doubt, but his Lordfhip was now 

< as ready to fpeak to them, as he could ever be, if he 
^ had more Time to confider of them/ After a Debate 
of about an Hour and a half, the Queftion for adjourning 
^vas put, and carried in the l^egative, by a Majority of 
85 Voiees againft 54 ; and thereupon the Articles of Im« 
peachsnent were read, which took up till about eight in 
the Evenings Then a Motion was made, (by the fame 
Side that was for adjourning) that the Judges be con* 
folted; that the Houfe* might be fatisHed, whether the 
Charge contain'd in the faid Articles amounted to Trea- 
£»!• The Lords Trtfuif and Harc^iirt^ the Dukes of Shnrnf- 
Wy and Uedsy the Earl of BmUty the Lord North and 
Oreyj the Biihop of RochefttTy and fome other Peers o£ 
chat Side, were for the Affirmative; but the Lord Ow- 
/er. Lord Chancellor, the Dukes of /ifgyie ind Monir^ftj 
the Earls of NQHingham^ SunderJandy Dcrfet and I/tay the 
Lord Vifcount Tomnjhend^ and fome other Lords of the 
Court Party fpoke for the Negative. The Lord Treycr ha- 
ving gone fo far as to declare his Opinion, that none 
of the Artltles amounted to High Treafon ; he jvas an- 
fwer'd by the Lord Cowfet^ who urged the contrary, and 
challenged ^11 the Lawyers in England to difprove his Ar- 
gnnaents. Neverthelefs, the Tory Lords ftill infilling on 
the confulting pf the Judges, the Earl of Nottittgham re- 

f relented to them, ^ that inftead of favouring thereby 
the noble Person who had the Misfortune to be im- 
* peach'd, as undoubtedly th'ey meant it, they might on 

< the contrary do him a great Prejudice; for if, upon 

< confulting the Judges, they declared the Charge to a- 
^ mount to Treafon, the faid Lord would ftand prejudged 
^ before be was brought to his Trial.* After fome other 
Speeches, the Queftion was put upon the Motion before- 
inention'd, and carried in the Negative by 84 Voices a- 
gainfl 5%p And then it was moved by>the Court Parry, 
that the Earl of Oxford be committed to fafe Cufiody, 
vrhich occaHoa'd a freih Debate. Several Peers of both 
Sides having declared their Opinion upon that Motion, 
the Earl of Oxford thought it high Time for him to fpeak 
ffx himfelf, whipb he did to this E&t& ;

Thk-^Bohole Atoufiaion may^ it feemt^ be deduced to the NegoH^

As to the hufinefs* of Tontnayj * whtth is made a capital 
Charge^ 1 can fafely aver^ that 1 had no manner of Share in 
it ; and that the /ante was wholly tranfaihd by that nnfor- 
tmnate mSIeman who thought fit to fiep ajidt ; Bist I dare fay 
in his Behalf^ that .if this Charge could be proyed^ it would 
not aiHOiUit to Treafoh. For my own fart^ as I always a(led by

Before t1^^ Qpeil|of>, for commirting the Eatl of Oxford 
tqfkf^ Cuftp^y v^;».s pi^,. the Dujce of Sintewsbitry. sicqu^itit-^ 
e4 the. ^ouftj th^tthe Aid Earl wat, « prefent, very* , 
much indifpos'd with the Gi;avel^ and tbftrefore he hoped 
the fiqaCe would not immediately. X«nd him ta the Tower, 
bat fuflf«?r,h^ tp h(^, fpr t.^iw v Or three . Days^ under the 
Cu^o^y of the, Blapk-Po4 at his own Houft, where he 
roigiu h^v^ t^e, Attendance ajid ^Afliftanoe of his Rela* 
tioos ^nd Si^vants 5 That hosiji^ever, he (the Duke of Shrewfi 
bury) did not, propofe this as a Motion, becaufe he 'was 
a^JV^nft , cpmi)i}ii;i;ing him at all; hue only left it. to the 
CpfxH^eraiijqji, of ; the Hpufe. . His "Grace was fcconded by 
thf Earl of Ppw/fr, and («o Oppofkion b'ciag made by 
the: oche^ Party, thf E^l Qf Oxford withdrew, leaving 
Word with the Uflicr of the Black- Rod^ that he would 
be at Home. After this the, .Qjicftipn was put, that the 
fafd Eari. bf comn^itted to (afe Cuftody, which Wi<s 
carried in the A^r^tive, by 8^ Voices againil 50 ; and 
ib the Houft toCt, about a Quarter paft one in the MorJ> 
ii^g, jWhen the,,U£h8r of the Bi^ck-Rod went to the 
Earl of Oxford's Houfe^ communicated to him the Or^ 
d?i" of ,the Hou(e of Peers, for taking him into Cufto* 
dy; and left fofue of his OfScerSifor that Purpofe in his 
lx)rdfliip's Houfe.' It was obftrv'd that, when the Earl 
of* Oxford went hom^, he was attended by a Mob that 
cry 'd' out high Church, Ormpni ^nd Oxford for ever, &c. 
It was like,wifp, obferv'd, that of twenty fiifhops who 
were that Day in the Houfe, fix only were for the Earl 
of Oxftrd^ >J»*, Sir Wi^i^m Dawet Arcjibiftiop of I'ork', Dn 

John. 
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John Rolfinfitt Bifliop of lAnd$n^ Dr. Wrantis Atterhgry Biihop 
of Rochefier^ Dr. George Smalridge Blfliop of Briflol^ Dr; 
Fr4»ns G^^rv^ Bilhop of Chfttr^ and the LocdOev Bi(ho(* 
of Durham. 

July the xxth, the Lord Gmkit^i^^ icquatnted theCboh 
SBons, ttiat he did the Satarday before, at the Bar tif the 
Houfe of Lords, impeach Rohm Earl of (hfwi mnd Eurl 
Mortimer of High Treafon, and other High Crimes and 
Mifdemeanours, and deliver*d in the Articles of Impeach- 
snent againit him ; and did pray and demand that die 
&id Earl might be feqaef^er'd from Parliaroenfy an^ 
forthwith committed (o fafe Ccftody. The €ime Day the 
Lcvds ordered, that the Earl of Oxfi^i be brought to the 
Bar of their Houfe the next Morning, in order to h^ 
icnt to the Tower ; and then their Lordfliips fent a MeA 
fage to the Commons, to acquaint that honourai>ie Honfe, 
.* that the Lords had ordered the Black-Rod to attach and 

* take into fafe Cuftody Rohen Earl of Oxftird and Earl 

< Mwttmef\ and that the Black- Rod had returned to tin 
^ Lords, that he had accordingly acitach*d the iaid Earl| 

< and had htm now iti iafe Cuftody.' 

On the 1 2th of July^ the Earl of Oxffffd was, accord- 
ing to Order, brought to the Bar of the Lords Hoofe, 
where, having receiv**d a Copy of the Articles of Im- 
peachment againft him, he reprefented to their Lord(hip$| 

< that the aWeft Men in the Nation had been many Weeks 

< in drawing up thbft long AHicles agatnft him ; and 
^ therefore he hoped the Houfe would allow him a pio- 

* portionable Time to anfwer them.* His Lordfhiptook 
that Occafion to return their Lordfliips his hearty Thanks 
for their great Humaniry in not fending him to th(p 
l^ower the Saturday before; and as he (Hll laboured under 
the fame Indifpofition of Body, he humbly defired their 
Lordfliips to permit him to continue (b me few Days more 
at his own Houfe under the Cuftody of the Black-Rod, 
The Earl of Ojr/or^ being withdrawn to the Black-Rod- 
Room, the Lords refolv'd to allow . him a Month to an- 
fwer the Articles of Impeachment; and as to his laftRe- 
quefl) Dr. Afeai^ one of his Lordfhip^s PhyHcians being 
confulted, and having made Affidavit, that if the Earl 
were fent to the Tower his Life would be in Danger, a 
Motion was made, that he might continue in "his Houfe 
till the Monday following ; but this vtras oppofW, and af^ 
ttr a warm Debate, it was carried by 8i Voices againft 
fy, that he fhonld be carried into the Tower, on Saturday 
the x5 of JiHj^ The moil remarkable Paf&^ in tb^ 
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Dmy's Debate, was as followi ; the Earl of AttgUfta ha- 
ving iaid, that it was t§ he feared^ thefe y'fUnt Mtafurer 
wwtid mdke l/je Scepter Jhdie in the King*s Hands, Moil of 
the Member! were o£Feiided at this Sui^geftion, and fbme 
crjr'd the Tower, and others only to Order. The Earl of 
Suiberland faid,*^ He trembkd with indignation to bear 
^ fuch Words pronounced in that nobte Aflembly; that 

* if they had been fpoke any where elfe, he would call 
^ the Perfon that fpoke them to an Account ; but all he 
^ could do there was to move that he might explain him- 

* /elf/ The Earl of Stttlferland was feconded by the Duke 
of Roxburgh^ who, among other Things faid, that the 
Scepter was fo well rivited in the King's Hand, that in* 
ftead of ihaking, it would cruih all tijs Majefty's Enemies. 
The Earl of Berkley, and fome other Lords back'd alfo the 
Earl of Sutherland's Motion : Whereupon the Earl of Jit^ 
i^^fia fUod up and faid, ^ That it was but too manifeft 

* by the Riots that were daily committed in feveral Parts 
^ of the Kingdom, that the Nation in general was againit 
^ theie Impeachments. That for his own Part, he was 
^ ib £ir from approving thofe tumulnious Ailemblies and 
' Diiofders that he rather wi0y*d a ft0p might f])eedi:)y be 
^ pat to them, by exemplary Punilhments. That he had 
^ on feveral Occaiions, given fuiEcient Proofs of his Z?al 

* and A£Fedion for the Revolution and the Proteftant Suc« 
^ ccflion. That what he had now advanc'd, was the Re- 
^ fult of the fame Zeal for the Peace and Profperi ty of 

* his Majefty's Reign ; However, if he had been fo un- 
^ happy as by any unguarded or pafliohate Expreflion, to 

* give OfiFence to that auguft Ailembly, he was very for* 
^ ry for it/ NotwithAanding this Apology, fome Mem- 
bers were enclin'd to have his Lordfliip fent to the Tower, 
but the v^ry Words he had fpoken not having been takea, 
down in Writing,, the Houfe admitted his LordHiip's Ex- 
planation ; and fo that Matter went no further. It is ob- 
fervable, that on this OccaAou, befides the fix Bifhops be- 
fore-mention'dy Di. George Hoofer Bifhop of Batfj and IVeUs^ 
and Dr. Adam Otely Bilhop of St. Dayid*s voted for the 
Earf of Oxford. The Houfe of Peers having met on the 
I5ch of /ri/jr they atdjomrn'd to the >Sth, to avoid, as 'twa» 
generally furmifed, anj» frefh Motion which the Elarl of 

^Oxford's Friends might make, for deferring his being fenc 
to the Tower, Whither, according to Order, he was carried 
by the U(her of the Black-Rod on Saturday July i6th, 
about S a-ClocH in the Evening, in his Lordlhip's Chariot, 
at-teoded by two Hackney Coaches^ in whicl^ were the 
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Earl's Lady, hit Son the Lord Bgrley^ and fome other of 
the Earl's Relations and Servants. Althoogh thefe three 
Coaches went from his Lordfhip^s Honfe near St. fames't 
Palace, up St* Jdmes'f Street^ and then through Piccadilly^ 
GerrardStreet^ M^mnomh Street^ Holhtmrriy and other lefs 
frequented Streets, with Deiign as 'twas thought to avoid 
a Crowd, yet were they attended by a great many of 
the common People, whofe Humbers being much increa- 
fed in their Return from the Tower, they raifed an Up- 
rpre in the Streets, with their Cry of High-Church, (3^- 
moffi, and Oxford for ever ; and when they came to St. 
Martin^%-LaMj Wefiminfttr^ fome of them grew £b outrage- 
ous as to throw Stones at, and bt'eak the Windows of fe* 
veral Houfes : Upon which three or four of the Mati- 
neer^ were by the Conftables and Beadles carried to the 
Round'Houfe. 

On the t^'^oi JhIj^ the Common^ in a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, went through thi Bill ftk prtrenthig Tn* 
mfi/^i, Sir.c, and the next Day Mr. Attorney -General ha- 
ving reported the Amendments they had made to the 
fanjie, the firftof them was agreed to; but the further Con- 
iideration of the faid Amendments was adjourn 'd. After 
this, the Houfe being informed of great bifbrders in the 
County of Stafford^ by feveral evil-difposM Perfons going 
from Place to Place in a tumukuous and ribtous Manner, 
and that they had adauited and wotindijd feveral of his 
Majefty's good Sub|e6b without any Provocation ; and that 
one Mr. Baylty was able to give the Hotuft an Account, 
thereof, and that he was at the Dbor^ he wis ordered to 
be called in. Mn Baylty being call'd in accordingly, gave 
^he fioufe an Accoimt of what had happened iA that 
County, as follows, vits. 

* -T* HAT 'there are three Prettjtetidn Meeting Hoirfes, 

* X which are not very remote from each other, •^ik. 
' at Dudley^ Weft-Brommiuh and Otdbury. That the Pro- 
^ prietors of them^ obferving that feveral Meeting- Houfes 

* in that County had been pull'd down by the Mob, they 
* * advis'd with Lawyers about the Lawfulnefi of defeHd- 

^ ^ ing themfelves, and then took a Riefohition of doing it, 

< and to afliit each other. They pKiCured a Warrant from . 

< Sir Henry Gough to the Conilable of Wefi-Bnammuhy to 

* keep fuch fufficient Watch and Ward as miglit be abl^ 
' to difperfe tumultuous Rioters. On Ttiefday laft, the 
^ Mob came to Bnmwltth^ but the bravef Men who were 
' fet to guard the Meeting-Honfe beat them o£P« and with 
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^ Hand-Wbips and Cudgels made feveral of chem fmarr, 
' io chat on chek Xnees tlbty ask*d pardon, pray*d ibr 
^ King Geof^e, and promised not to offend any more ; buc 
' lik« tiue ^^coiites broke their Promife, and came next 
^ Day in greater Numbers, and with more defperate Wea* 
' pons ; fuch as Scythes, Reaping- Hooks fet in propet 
^ Handles about two Yards long ; large Clubs, and fome 
^ Fire- Arms: But as foon they came up to the Guard, 
^ their Courage fail'd them, they flung down their Arms, 
^ and fled) many of whic^h were pickM up by Women 

* who came out of their Houfes to that purpofe. It was 

* thought proper to take fome of them Prifoners ; accor- 
' dingjy they purfued them, and took 36, and placed 
' them in a publick Inn, with a ftrong Guard upon them, 
^ in order to take them before a Judice of Peace next 

* Day : But that Night about 12 a-Clo:k there came a 
^ Mob ffom Birmifighitm of about a Hundred, intending to 

* releale them. They fired upon the Guard without Doors, 
^ and at. the fame Time attack'd the Houfe and broke it ; 

* but th« Guard beat them off, and took feveral Prifoners, 

* which were the next Day, with the reft, had before 
^ Sir Henry Gangh and hif Son, who comimtred Part of 
^ them to S$4fhrd'Goalj and bound over others to the 

* Ailizes. The fame Day, which was Timrfday laft, the 
^ Mob came again, and now they came on with more 
^ than thciff ufaal Courage, which caus'd the advanced 

* Guafd Co draw back nearer their main Body. The Re- 
^ bels (till came on with Fury, and as foon as they came 

* within reach, fi^ed upon the Guard, who then call- 

* ed up their lilen, who had Fire- Arms, to their Afll (lance, 
' who came, and quickly difpers'd them ; a Gentleman 
^ had his Horfe fhot dead under him, and another mor- 
( tsdly wounded: Some of the Guards are very much 

* wounded, hut it's hoped not mortally. They took fe- 
^ veral Priibners, amongft which arc the two Captains, 

< one of which is faid to be the publick Cryer of IVoh'er- 
f hamftoM. Some of thofe taken appear to be known Ro- 

< MMJi Caiiiolicks. Whtlft the Prifoners were under Ex* 
( amination, being ask*d who encouraged them on to 
^ this Work ? Two of them had the Confidence to fay, 

* they were told that two Gentlemen of Note^ yi^, Mr. 

* Ftrnmtj and Mr. Lant^ would give 60 Guineas a. piece to 
^ encourage the Mob: It is likewife reported in the 

* Cc^ntry, that the. Mob boaftcd the latter of thefe Gtii- 
[ ileflQcn was to head them. 

* When 
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^ When the Mob pall'd down the Meeting- Honfe at 
^ WolytrbamftMf one of their Leidert getting on the Top 
^ of the fame, floorlDi'd his Hat round hit Head, and 

* cry*d, G— i/-—- K. G— -ge, and the D. of Msrlbtm^* 

* A Fellow at the (knie Place, fianding by as an idle Speoa- 
^ tor, was charg'd by the Rioters with being a Spy ; and to 
^ attoneibr hisfuppoicd Offence, they made him go down 
^ on his Knees, and cry God blef$ K, James tht ThinL* 

Mr. B0fley being withdrawn, Mr. Bratehridge^ a Mem« 
ber of the Houfe for Tammorth in Staf§rdfliire^ acquainted 
hem of a Letter wrote from that Country, relating to 
hofe Difturbrnces, which he read in his Place; and the 
faid Letter having been orderM to be brought op to the 
Table, and read, it was refoIvM Nemine ^mttrMictatt^ 
that an humble Addrefs be preftnted to his Majefty, tbat 
he will be graciouily pleas'd to give Dirtdioos to &A 
feveral Magifiraces throughout the Kingdom, that the 
Laws be put in a fpeedy, and the mod vigorous Execu- 
tion, agamft all fuch Perfons who (hall be found any 
way concerned in the late rebellious and tumultuous 
Riots and Diforders committed, and now carrying on, 
in feveral Parts of this Kingdom, by Perfons diiaf^&d 
to his Majefty and his Government ; and that a 
ilridl Enquiry be made, who are the Promoten ^xid 
Authors of the faid Tumults and Riots ; and that an 
Account be taken of fuch Juflices of the Peace as hav6 
failed in the Difcharge of their Duty on thefe Occa- 
fions; and that fuch Juftices^ who .ihall appear to bis 
Ma)efty to have negle6ted their Dury, be forthwith 
put out of the Cororoiflions of |ht Peace ; and chat 
fuch other Magiftrates who fliall appear likewi/e to 
have negledfced their Duty therein, may be proceed- 
ed againft with the utm^ Rigour of the Law; and 
that his Majefty will likewife be pleafed to dixtGt^ 
that an exa^. Account may be taken of the Lofles and 
Damages which his Maiefty*8 Subjedls iiave fnfiained, 
by reaibn of the(e tumultuous and rebellions Proceed- 
ings ; and that the Sufferers may have ftiU Compaiia- 
tion made them for their Damages ^ and to af&re his 
Majeily, that all fuch Expences as his Majefty ikall be 
at on that Account, iliall be made good to his Maiefiy 
out of the next Aids that (hall he afterwards granted by 
Parliament ) and alfo that the La^M againil ^Afifii aiid 
Nonjuror may be efPe^ally put in Execution/ 
Then the Commons reftimed the Confideration of cfaf 
Amendments made tof the BUkftt {tnmlng Tumtiks^ &c: 

which, 
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wbicb, with other Amendments made to themj v^ere 
igreed tp, ind the Bill order'd to be engrofs'd. 

On Monfday the i8th of ftt/jfj the faid Bill was read 
the third Time, (and after feveral Amendments were made 
to it) pafs'd, and fent up to rhe Lords. And Mr. lecJimere^ 
SoUicitor General, from the Commirtee appointed to dravr 
up an Addrefs to his Majefty, having reported the tzmey 
» it was agreed unto by the Houfe, Nemim Contradicente^ be- 
ing as follows:

bute the utmoil in our Power to the Honour and Safety of 
yoor facred Perfon, and the Qiilec and Security of your 
GovernmenN ^ 

And to that End, we crai^e Leave mofl humbly to be- 
feech your Ma|efty, that you will be graciouily pleas'd to 
give Dire^ions to the feveral Magiftrates throughout your 
Kingdom, that the Laws now in Force may be put in a 
fpeedy, and in the moft vigorous Execution, againft all 
luch Perfbas as diall be* found any Way concern'd in the 
rebellious and tumultuous Riots and. Diforders which have 
been committed, and are now carrying on, by Perfons 
difaffe£ied to yoitr Ma)efty and your Government; and 
that a llridl (Inquiry may be made to difcorer the Authors

we crave Leave, in all Humility, to befcech |Br^ 
My) that an Account m%y be taken of fiich }A^ ^ 
the Peace as have fail*d in the Difcharge of their ^j^ 
thefe Occafions ; and thatfuchof them as (ball 
your Majefty to have negleded their Darty, may 
ivith put out of the Commiffions of the SHnice; 
fuch other Magiftratet a$ (hall likcwili^ appear 
Majefty to have negleded their Duty therein, may^K4 
ceeded againft with the utmoft Rigour cS the Law. 

And as your loyal Commons are fully aifinrT 
the Wifdpm and Steadittefi of ytmt Adminifti 
Scepter in your Royal Hand will foon become & 
all thpfe, who, by open or fecret Pradlices, (ball 
abet the Enemies of your Perlbn or C^vemmi 
from our moft dutiful Regard to your Ma|efiy, 
Jufttce to thofe of your Sobieds, who, -fbr their :

f her Articles of Impeachment of High Crimes mnd Mif- 
/demeanours, againft Mert Earl of Oxferd and EarliMir- 
timer ^ which he read in his Place, and afterwards d^ 
iiver'd them in at the Table, where they were read. 
And a Motion being nade and the Queftion pot, that 
the further Coniideration of the faid Articles be ^^ 
)ourt)'d till the TuefUay following, it pafs'd in the 
^legative* After this it was order'd, that the faid A^ 
' ^ tides be read Article by Article; which was done ac- 
cordingly, and, with Amendments to one of tbem, 
supoii the Queftion feverally put thereupon, they wei« 
agreed to by the Houfe; and order'd, firft, that tb< 
faid Articles be engrdled ; fccondly, that a Claufe be pre 
pared for faving Liberty to the Commons to ezhibti 
any tether Articles againft the faid Robert Earl of Oxf^ri 
and Earl Mortimer* Then the Commons, by reafon of th< 
Anniverfary of his Ma)e(ty's happy Acccffion to ttn 
Throne, whiph fell on Monday the lil of Augt^^ ad 
iourn'd to I'uefday the 2d ; when the ingroQed fprtbei 
• Arcicics of Impeachment agaiiilt ti^bvt Earl of Qxfir< 
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ad Earl M&rtimery for High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, 
Vere read ; after which it was order'd^ {hat the Lord 
^*mngshy do carry the faid Articles to the Lords ; which 
lis Lprdlbip did immediately. The faid fuithcr Arci- 
its are as follow 4 

Art. XVII. That whereas in or about the Month of* 
fgrnutry^ in the Year tjH"i » dangerous and deftru6fcive 
Sipedition had been projedled and fet on foot, under Pre- 
itnce of making a Conquefi on the PoiTeflions of the French 
King in North- ^merica^ but with k real Deiign to pro- 
mote his Intercfts, by weakening the Confederate Army 
in Flmders^ and diffipating the Naval Force of this King« 
Aom^ as well as for the Sake of the private Interefis and 
Kirrapt Gain of the Promoters of th^ faid Expedition | 
be the faid Robert Earl of. Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ be- 
ing then one of her late Ma jelly's Privy Council, and 
one of the CommiiHoners of her Majefly's Treafury, was 
Bot only wanting in his Duty to her late Majeily, by 
mlfully and induHrioufly abfenting from the Meetingf 
of other Perfons, then in High Truft under her Majeftyj 
wherein the faid Expedition was concerted, and by noc 
Mvifing her Ma)e(ly. againfi, and doing what in hini 
lay, to have prevented the putting the fame in Execu- 
tion, but did, contrary to his Oath, and the high Truft 
then repofed in him, advife her Majefty to confent to the 
making an Expedition for the conquering Canada^ and the 
City ofQueheck* on the River of St. Lawrence^ in North- jim^^ 
fica-j and in Execution of his faid evil Counfels, he did 
further advife her Majelly to give Orders for detaching 
ftveral Battalions of the Forces then in the Service of* 
her Majedy, in Conjunfiion with her Allies in FJandertj 
and to fend the fame with a large Squadron of Men of 
War, on the faid En^erprize ; altho* the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ well knew, that the faid 
VfOjtG: or Expedition having been frequently deliberated 
on and maturely confider'd, a (hort '^ime before, in a 
Committee of Council, was then laid afide as dangerous 
and impradlicable. And a Demand being inade at tht

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an nnpid and exorbitan£ Demand^ and a gmt Aboft on

ftave been comply'd wirb^ was not onljr iitranciiig inhH 
Dut)r« ro her Maiefty, in noc giving hit hnfuble Adrice i- 
gainft the fsiid Demand, or at' Itaft ia not repreftnriog 
to her Maiefty the Grounds of fnch bis Sofpickmi) bK 
did, contrary to his Oath and hit Daty, adrife hcrMt- 
>efty that the (aid SQmt flioaid be ilTaed and ptil, tad 
did accordingly connterfign a Warrant to tbe Vtyndta 
of her Majefty*! ForQes, for the Payment of tbe &W| 
purAiant to which the fame was afterwards iflM laj 
l*eceivtd. And in fbrther Violatkm of his Oatb| bill 
•Duty arid Truft, and with the moft corropt Defi^ ta 
nrevcnt the Juftice due to her Majefty and the NtnoOi 
fe the faid Robert Eirl of Oxfird and Earl AUnmeit^ ht 
ihg then Lord High Treafurei* of Gnat BriiMiy and th 
erci/ing a mod unexampled arbitrary Power^ not only 1^ 
her Maiefly^ prirate Cbuncils, but extending his evU In- 
fluences to the great Council of the Nation : After tbe 
faid Expedition had prov'd unfoccefsful, and it bad beo 
dtfcover*d to him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Ead 
Marthnefj that the Nation had been cheated of above 
twenty choufand Pounds on that Account, did moft Q» 
gratefully and corruptly employ his wicked Arts, aoj 
tbe Credit which , he had gaioM, by his falfe and cn&j 
Infinuations and Pra£HceS| to keep the Moofe of OomoMV 
from examining that AfF;iir, And in or about tbe MooA 
of Augufi X7i4> in a Letter or Memorial, under bis owl 
Fiand, to her late Majefty, he did preibme, not only lo 
. infinuate the ill Opinion he therein pretended Mtp 
to have had of the faid Expedition, but did declast Cbi 
8uf))icions he had of the great Injury and Abofe done n 
her Ma)efty and the Publick, in ^che Demand of tbct fiii

and that the Pnbltck had been cheated of above ooooo^ 
on that Account; and tn tbe £aid Memorial did pf^

On the 3d df Augttfi^ the CoromonS} before tbey.weat 
into a Com III it tee of the w.hqle Hoafe upon thi Bill ftir tn* 
idrgit^ the fund of the ^ani of £ngUnd, ^r. ord^r*d, that 
it be an Inftru^ion to the faid Commicree, that they hari 
Power to receive a Chbfe fbir ekplaining the A<fV whkk. 
pilTed in the twelfth Year of the Reign c^ Qcieen Amu (of 
UeiTc^Meffiory) for Payment of Debts and Arrears to hec 
Servants^ Tradefmen, and others, fo f^r as the faid A£t 
did relate, or was intended to relate, to the Debt which 
was owing by her Majedy for Works performed and BSa- 
tlnrials delivered for the Building at Bknhiimj and was in- 
curred within the time during which the faid Building 
was carried on at her Ma>efty'f Expence.

^ preientfd to his Majefty, his Majefty was pleafed grad* 
oOiTy to anfwer, that when his Majffiy Jhtii tUnipref^ t^ 
j;^ye Or4er for Coini/y^ neie Mffeme md hrrt^tigs^ he 'M 
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Uke Cdre that it be done in the moft airantageous Manner 
for the FttbUck. 

On the fame Day, Mr. Walfole^ from the Commiccee of 
Secrecy, acquainted the Houfe, that che ComiDiccee had^ 
in Obedience to the Commands of the Houfe, prepaired 
Articles of Ifcpeachment of. High Treafon, and Otijcjr 
High Crimes and Mifderoeanours, againft j^ames Duke q€ 
Ormond^ which they had dire^ed him to report to the 
Houfe. Then Mr. WalfpJe read the faid Articles in liis 
Place, and afterwards delivered them in at the T^ble^ 
^here they were once read ; and ^ifterwards a fecond Time, 
AKic]« by Article. A Motion being made, and the 
Qjieftion put, that the Houfe agree to the firCl Arriclc, 
th^rt arofe a warm Debate, in which ijeveral re^^rkable 
Speeches were made. Among the reft, a Member faid, 
that the. Report of the Committee of Secrecy liad begun 
^o open his Eyes ; and that the Duke of Orn^nd*% Fiigbc 
dad fbliy convinced him, that the Heads of /he Tory Par- 
ty were a Set of Knaves and Villains, ^o deiign'd to 
have ruin'd their Country, and made it a Province of 
Sranee. The Lord Stanhope eldeft Sou to the E^rl of C/;^. 
fierfield £aid, he never wifh'd ro fpiU ^ Blood of any of his 
CooQcrymen, much lefs t^t Blood of any Nobleman ; bui: 
that he way peribadcd, that the Safety of hts Country re- 
quired that Examples (hould I)e made of thofe who bad 
bcrray*d it in fo infamous a Manner. The Lord Fineh^ 
eldefi' Son to the Earl of NottiniJtam^ fpoke alfo on the 
iame Side; and after fome other Speeches, the firft Article 
Vas agreed to by a Majority of 177 Voices againft 7S ^ 
and then the other Artides, upon the Queftion feveraliy 
put thereupoU) were alfo agreed unto by the Houfe : Afcer 
which it was ordered, ift, th^t the faid Articles be in- 
l^roflfed ; 2d]y, that a Claufe be prepared for faving Lil)cr* 
ty to the Commons to exhibit any further Articles againft 
the faid Jamtt^ Duke of Ormnndy and that he m4y be 
feqnefter'd from Parliament, and committed to fafirCa- 
ftody.
